American Delegation Lays Pro- 
posal Before Peace 
Conference 



Mr. Choate's Speech in Support ot Pro- 
posal — Sir Edward Grey Defends 
British Delegates. 



The Hague, Aug. 1.— At the peace 
conference today Mr Choato, support- 
ing the proposal for the establishment 
of a permanent court of arbitration, 
quoted from the letter written by 
President Roosevelt to Andrew Car- 
negie on April 5, and read at the in- 
ternational peace congress in New 
York. He said the instructions given 
to the American delegation were to 
sec that the judges of this court were 
to be selected from different countries, 
and they should represent the sys- 
tems of law and procedure and the 
must important languages of the 
world. 

The court was to be of such dig- 
nity, consideration and rank that the 
host and ablest jurists could accept 
appointments thereon. The whole 
world must have absolute confidence 
in their judgment. 

Continuing, Mr. Choato said: "No- 
body can doubt the supreme import- 
ance of the step In advance to ask the 
conference to take in developing and 
building up out of 'the permanent 
court created In 1SDS a tribunal that 
will satisfy tho world-wide demand. 
The cause of general arbitration as a 
substitute for war in the settlement 
of international differences has ad- 
vanced with leaps and bounds since 
tho close of the lirst conference. Noth- 
ing more strongly demonstrates the 
utility of the great work of that con- 
ference than the general resort to the 
terrible test of war. 

"Our hopo Is to preserve and per- 
petuate the excellent work of the first 
conference, carrying it on to its lo- 
gical conclusion, following the no- 
table initiative of Lord Pauricofoto, 
Groat Britain's wise statesman and 
delegate, whoso persuasive words 
never will be forgotten. 

Tho work of that conference, how- 
ever, has not proved altogether ade- 
quate to meet the progressive de- 
mands of tho nations in its eight 
years of existence. Only four cases 
have been submitted to the tribunal, 
while of tho sixty judges named as 
members of that body two-thirds of 
them have not been called upon to 
serve. , „ ,. , 

"The plan proposed by the United 
States does not depart from the volun- 
tary court already established. No 
nation would lie compelled to come 
before it, but it will be open to all 
who desire to settle their differences 
by peaceful methods." 

Mr Choato described the project 
article by article, in eloquent terms, 
dwelling 'on every salient point. 
Cheaper Process Ncc<ded. 

One thing that prevented more fre- 
quent recourse to The Hague tribunal 
as created by the conference of 1898, 
Mr Choate said, was the expense, and 
the United States proposed that the 
expense of the new court and the sal- 
aries of tthe judges be borne by the 
powers in common. This would make 
the court free to whoever appealed 

to it. , .. , 

Mr Choate then proposed that a 
Bultablo committee bo appointed to 
frame a constitution for and decide 
upon the power and character of the 
projected court, saying ho thought it 
would be well to have seventeen judges 
instead of fifteen, so that the court 
representation would be more general. 
In conclusion Mr. Choate said: "It. Is 
six weeks since this conference first 
assembled, and there is certainly no 
time to lose. Wo have done much to 
regulate war and very little to prevent 
It, let us unite on this great pacific 
measure and satisfy the world that 
second peace conference really desires 
that In tho future peace and not 
war be the normal condition of civil- 
ized nations." 

The general opinion expressed to- 
night Is that the real peace conference 
began to-day with the Initiative of tho 
American delegates, who are praised 
for their . determination to carry a 
logical proposition, which Is believed 
to be the most Important effort to- 
wards the pacification of the world. 
The British Delegates. 
London, Aug. 1. — In the House of 
Commons to-night during a discussion 
on foreign affairs, Sir Edward Grey, 
secretary of slate for Foreign affairs, 
took occasion to defend tho British 
delegates at The Hague, who, he con- 
tended, in all questions making for 
peace, bad taken an honorable part. 
Their criticisms of the general arbi- 
tration treaty, he said, was not in- 
tended to disparage arbitration, but 
only to ensure a thorough discussion 
of the subject, so that a treaty might 
be the more effective. In regard to 
the limitation of armaments, said the 
foreign secretary, some of the powers 
would accept any resolution tho Brit- 
ish delegation was ready to propose, 
but the British government was re- 
luctant to make a proposal that might 
destroy the friendly character of tho 
conference.

AN INDUSTRIAL DEPARTURE < 

Powor Plant Worked by Wasto Fuel 
at Coal Mine 

Halifax, Aug. 1. — Yesterday was a 
notablo day in tho history of Nova 
Scotia, being the inauguration of the 
power plant at the Chignecto mines, 
from which the electrical power in 
generated to operate the industries of 
Amherst. This is tho only plant in 
America where electrical power is gen- 
erated at the top of the mine for d!s- | 
tributlon. The power is supplied and' 
transmitted six ami a quarter miles to 
Amherst. Tho fuel used Is the waste 
screenings, which makes the cost of 
power so low that its use will be 
practicable for all manufacturing pur- 
poses. A large number of prominent 
Canadians attended the formal open- 
ing, and Lieut. Governor Fraser turned 
the switch setting the machinery In 
operation. 

The following telegram was receiv- 
ed by Mr. Logan,. M. P. P.. from the 
wizard Edison. "Orange, N. .1.— Per- 
mit me to congratulate your board 
and Senator Mitchell on the inaugura- 
tion of the first plant on tho Ameri- 
can continent for the generation of 
electricity at the mouth of a coal mine 
and the distribution of tho same to a 
distant commercial centre. It is a 
bold attempt, ,and I never thought it 
would first bo accomplished in Nova. 
Scotia, where my father was born 
over one hundred years ago. (signed) 
Thos A. Edison."

Lodz, Russian Polland, Aug. 1.— 
Tills city Is again the centre of a 
strike movement, accompanied by vio- 
lence, disorders and death. . The troops 
have encountered the strikers In the 
centre of the town and some thirty 
men have been killed or wounded. 
Business Is at a standstill, and fears 
aro entertained as to what the day 
may bring forth. 

The strike Is serious. It would ap- 
pear to be the beginning of a big la- 
bor war, and the -workmen and unions 
aro prepared for a long struggle. Tho 
Immediate cause of the outbreak yes- 
terday was the course pursued by the 
police during the past eight days, 
making a largo number of arrests In 
attempts to break up the unions. The 
principal socialist leaders have been 
thrown in jail. Tho police have been 
so energetic in their measures against 
the unions that they have united the 
Social Demoorate, the Polish Social- 
ists and the National party, wdio up 
to the present time have been waging 
a merciless war, accompanied by daily 
murders and outrages, among them- 
selves. A general strike has been de- 
clared and the social democrats and 
Polish socialists have called out 32,- 
000 men. Tho Nationalists have been 
forced to join the committee of the 
amalgamated unions. The commltteo 
has ordered that all business In Lodz 
cease. Stores have been told to close 
and the power house of the electric 
lighting .system has been shut down. 

The committee Is enforcing its or- 
ders with armed men, and several 
shop keepers who refused to shut up 
have been shot. Yesterday bands of 
laborers were sent out In the city to 
wreck street cars. Tills they did in 
a number of cases, and later they 
used the cars as barricades from 
which to stop the police. During the 
calling out of strikers one factory 
foreman and two shop keepers were 
killed and two laborers were mor- 
tally Injured. Tho disorders grew as 
tho day woro on. At 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon the military forces were 
mobilized, but there was no engage- 
ment with (he workmen until 9 o'clock 
last night. At this bout the opposing 
forces come together In the centre 
of the town. The lighting was seri- 
ous and prolonged. Tho workmen fir- 
ed several hundred shots from auto- 
matic pistols and did not disperse un- 
til they bad been charged by cavalry. 
At least thirty men were killed or 
wounded. Ambulances at once cleared 
the streets of dead bodies. Among the 
dead Is a German subject. 

The town was patrolled constantly 
last night by detachments of Cossacks 
and dragoons. This morning troops 
started the electric cars again, but 
the passengers on board were attack- 
ed by gangs of workmen and a num- 
ber of them were wounded. The 
strikers today aro beginning to at- 
tempt to force a cessation of work, 
and up to the present time they have 
been successful. 



FATE OF BALLOON ISTS. j; 
Each Sacrificed Himself In Effort to 



St. Petersburg, Aug. 1.— The body 
of another officer, who went up in 
the military balloon from the aero- 
nautic park at Tsarskoe Selo on July 
19, has been picked up at sea. There 
were four officers in tthe balloon when 
it descended. Four days later tho bal- 
loon itself was found empty and wa- 
terlogged at sea, and one body was 
discovered tioating in the gulf of Fin- 
land on July 27. Evidence la the 
possession of General Kovauk, In com- 
mand at the aeronautic park, shows 
that the four officers drew lots and 
successively threw themselves from 
the balloon into tho sea in order to 
reduce the weight of tho airship and 
keep It up as long as possible. This 
explains why the bodies are being 
picked up so far apart. 

Bad Storm in Michigan 
Detroit, Aug. 1. — Specials to the 
Free Press cell of a serious hail and 
wind storm In central Michigan late 
today.

Meeting of King Edward and 
Emperor Francis Joseph is 
Important 



Cronstadt, Aug. 1. — Emperor Nlcho 
las left here this morning on board 
the imperial yacht Standard for a 
cruise In German waters, where be will 
meet Emperor William. Tho Standard 
Is escorted by four warships. The Em 
press of Russia bade farewell to Ills 
Majesty here, and then returned to 
Peterhof. 

Vienna, Aug. 1. — The meeting of 
King Edward and Emperor Francl 
Joseph at Ischl on August IB is of 
high political importance. In addition 
to discussslng International questions, 
it is stated that Emperor Francis 
Joseph will become ;m interinedla- 
try to bring about a final roconcll- 
ation between King Edward and 
Emperor William of Germany, while 
tho reconciliation policy will cul- 
minate in an endeavor to establish 
en entente /between ,'the groups of 
powers headed by Great Britain and 
Franco on the one' side and Germany 
ami Austria on the other, for which 
purpose King Edward Is seeking tho 
assistance of the two emperors. 

Turks Kill Greeks. 

Kastoria, European Turkey, Aug. 1. 
— District troops today annihilated a 
Greek mob, killing 40 of the men and 
capturing 9. 



Four Laborers Killed. 

.San Pedro, Cab, Aug. 1. — Four Greek 
laborers lost their lives today when 
four hundred feet of the' trestle lead- 
ing from the wharf of the Pacific 
Wharf & Storage company collapsed. 
The dead men were crushed by car- 
loads of rock or drowned in the harbor. 
Four others went down with them, but 
were rescued. The trestle collapsed 
as a train of twenty flat cars laden 
with rock backed on tho wharf.

Tho Pope's Anniversary. 
Rome, Aug. 1. — The decision of the 
pope to forego the • celebration of his 
sacerdotal jubilee because of the ex- 
tension of the anti-clerical agitation in 
Italy, Is not final, but It Is thought he 
will take this step, as ho dislikes the 
thought of festivities at a time when 
tho church is undergoing persecution 
In Frnnce, when monastery agitation Is 
rife, und during the present revival of 
, anU-clerkalism In Italy. ■ 



Duluth, Minn., Aug. 1.— -One working 
day has passed since operations on the 
range following the settlement of the 
ore strike were begun by the United 
States Steel corporation and tho inde- 
pendent mines, and no serious disor- 
der was reported. Uneasiness still pre- 
vails over the range, however, for tho 
sullen attitude of the followers of tho 
Western' Federation of Miners indi- 
cates a feeling of desperation, which 
was somewhat intensified by tho vitri- 
olic address delivered last night by 
Petrlella, the striko leader, in which, 
while counselling peace, he advocated 
the use of guns to maintain what he 
said was tho right to sell their labor 
where, they could at tho best advutit 
age. In this address Petrlella gave 
the governor twenty-four hours in 
which to grant the men Justice, at the 
end of which time ho .advised the men: 
"Bo ready to strike the head off any 
man who' tries to crush you. If not as 
American citizens, do it as human be- 
ings." 

All of the special guards who have 
been In Duluth during the past few 
days were rushed to the range. The 
steel corporation officials are carrying 
out the wishes of Governor Johnson in 
the manner in which they aro resum- 
ing operations. They are opening the 
mines one at a time, and gradually 
resuming work with as many men as 
they can get to go to work. All the 
old men will be given an opportunity 
to return, and without discrimination 
and with the guarantee of being pro- 
tected by forces at tho command of 
the officers. At a late hour today no 
report of violence had found its way 
into Duluth. 

Thomas F. C. Cole, president of the 
Oliver Mining company, and Pentrost 
Mitchell, general manager of the Du- 
luth, Mesaba and Northern railroad, 
are at Hibblng, and will remain to 
direct the affairs of the company. They 
have placed themselves under the or- 
ders of Sheriff Bates of St. Louis 
county, and will do anything the sher- 
iff thinks necessary to avo!- 1 violence. 
The miners will not be interfered with 
if they go about in small groups, but 
if they attempt to march in largo 
bodies they will bo stopped. 

Reports received here today state 
that mining operations \ wore resumed 
heavily in both Hibblng and Eloveth 
districts. At Eieveth more than 800 
men were working. 

Workingmen employed at the Fayal 
mine today carried babies in their 
arms when on their way to work. 
The Infants were kept at the mines all 
day by the men as a source of pro- 
tection against any possible violence. 
It was apparently their belief that 
strikers or any one else would not at- 
tempt anything while the children woro 
with the fathers. Although hundreds 
of men aro going to work dally, they 
cannot be persuaded that the police 
protection furnished , is adequate to 
tho case, and some of them are very 
much frightened. They seem possessed 
of a feeling of impending disaster, and 
this feeling litis to a great extent been 
caught by tho general public. Tho city 
is apparently on tho verge of the worst 
trouble of the strike. If rumor is to bo 
believed. 

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 1. — There are 
at present no indications that state 
troops will be required to maintain 
peace between the contending parties 
to the great iron miners' strike. Late 
this afternoon Governor Johnson re- 
ceived the following message from his 
personal representative, O'Brien, who 
with two others was sent to report on 
conditions In the range: "After a con- 
ference with Sheriff Bates and the 
strikers' representatives the following 
agreement has been drafted: 'All 
marching by the strikers is to eease. 
There is to bo no trespassing on pri- 
vate property. The men shall lie al- 
lowed to assemble peaceably for tho 
purpose of discussing their Interests.' " 

Mr. O'Brien also telegraphed that ho 
would start for home tonight. All the 
telegraphic and telephonic messages 
received at the slate caphol today gave 
encouraging news of an entire absence 
of violence. The strike apparently lias 
resolved itself into a contest of on 
durance, 



Seoul, Aug. 1— In a conflict to-day 
at the west gate barracks between 
Japanese troops and Korean soldiers, 
forty or fifty were killed and wounded, 
including several Japanese, who were 
arresting and imprisoning tho Koreans. 
Firing has ceased. The American con- 
sulate was struck by several bullets; 
no foreigners were injured and the 
city appears to be safe. 

According to official reports receiv- 
ed by Gen. Hasegawa up to 8 o'clock 
this' evening, there was 100 casualties 
among the Koreans as a result of the 
riots growing out of disbandment of 
Korean troops. 

Marquis lto in his audience with tho 
emperor this afternoon assured .tho 
emperor of his complete safety. Mar- 
quis lto provided the foreign consul- 
ates with guards to-night as a pre-i 
caution for safety. The Japanese .mili- 
tary take credit for the prompt sup- 
pression of the outbreak and have pre- 
pared to suppress all garrisons in the 
event of a sympathetic uprising. The 
imprisonment of fugitives from tho 
Shiawa regiment continues. The re- 
mainder of the Korean army, distri- 
buted throughout the country, will be- 
disbanded as fast as tho imperial re- 
script reaches the different stations. No 
trouble is anticipated. The resident- 
general regards the urgent questions 
relating to abdication as settled, and 
believes that an army of several thou- 
sand Japanese" is sufficient to main^ 
tain order. 

Marquis Ito's Scheme. 
Seoul, Aug. 1. — (Evening) — Unveri- 
fied ofiicial returns from this. mornlng'8 
conllict between Japanese troops and 
the first battalion of the First Shiawa 
regiment place the number of killed 
and wounded at GO Koreans and 40 
Japanese. About three thousand men 
willingly disbanded, marching with- 
out arms through tho parade grounds, 
where according to rank they received 
gratuities ranging from 25 to SO yen- 
At 8 o'clock this morning the minister 
of war read the rescript of disban'J- 
ment to the higher Korean officers at 
the houso of Gen. Hasegawa. Major 
Pak Sung Huan, commander of tho 
First battalion of tho Shiawa regi- 
ment, returned to the barracks and 
committed suicide. This excited his 
subordinates, and also a battalion of 
tho Second Shiawa regiment, who at- 
tacked two Japanese officers and their 
orderlies. One battalion marched on 
the youth gate, where a clash occurred, 
in which Captain Kajlwara and two 
others were killed. Over 100 Koreans 
escaped with their rifles and divided 
into two bands. They are still abroad 
but on account of tho rain no troublo 
is expected to-night. 

The rescript of disbandment fotf 
which Hie Japanese say Marquis lto 
is partly responsible, begins by '.-lay- 
ing that the existing army of hirelings; 
is unlit for the natlvo defence and 
orders them to .disband, receiving a. 
gratuity, and not to commit any re- 
prehensible acts. 

A Vain Hope. 
New York, Aug. I.— Hoping to in- 
duce the American government to in- 
tervene and prevent Japan from ob- 
taining further domination in Korea, 
Prince Tjyong Oui Yi and Yi Shang 
Gul, two of the Korean delegates to 
The Hague, arrived hero to-day on 
the steamer Majestic. Prince Yi 
said to-day that Korea's last hope of 
enduring as a nation rested in the jus- 
tice and fairness of the American peo- 
ple, to which Korea was looking for 
delivery from the Japanese. 

Prince Yi and his associate, Yi Sang 
Sul, a former vice-premier of Korea, 
spoke to President Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay and laid before him uhe Korean 
■situation. 

An edict of punishment has licen 
passed by Japan against tho youthful 
Yi, wdio js only 2:i years of age, and 
he has death awaiting htm on his re- 
turn to Korea after his plea hero to 
save Korea in her plight has been- 
made. 

One of the little band of three dele- 
gates that left Korea for The Hague, 
Yi Tjo Mi, died suddenly at The Hague. 
Prince Yi said to-day that Yi Tjo Mi 
died of a broken heart on July 1G, 
when lie learned thnt Korea would not 
be admitted to the peace conference. 

Prince Yi, who speaks English, said: 
"We blame our treatment In Holland 
entirely to the Japanese, Korea will 
never agree to Japanese domination, 
and while there has been no disorder 
as yet, unless s.omethlug is done there 
will bo a serious uprising." 

Chicago Elevators. 
Chicago, Aug. 1. — Judge Carter, of 
the supremo court, to-day decided to 
dissolve tho temporary injunction se- 
cured some time ago by the Chicago 
board of trade preventing three rail- 
road .companies and certain elevator 
properties from withdrawing their 
elevators from public service. Tho 
Injunction will now remain in forco 
until the October term of the supremo 
court, when a dual order in tho case 
will be entered. 



Belfast Kept Quiet 

Belfast, Aug. 1, — Having secured 
the presence In Belfast of a strong 
military force capable of dealing with 
any possible development in tho po- 
lice strike, the government has taken 
vigorous measures. It has dismissed" 
the leaders of the/ strike r.iovenient, 
and promises through tho lord lieu-, 
tenant, tho Earl of Aberdeen, to take 
under consideration any genuine 
grievance presented through the pro- 
per channels. This prompt action in

Lord Lansdowne on the Attitude 
"C.-B.'s" Government. 



Lord Lansdowne, presided at -the 
twentieth annual meeting of 1 the Liber- 
al Union club, referred in scornful 
terms to what he called the "Free 
Trade foolery" of the government. 

"There Is one thing t lie proceedings 
of the Imperial conference established 
clearly," he said. "We used to bo told 
that the initiative should rest with the 
colonies, and that there was no such 
thing as a colonial offer. We know 
that there lias been a. colonial offer— 
and a firm offer. 

"To use the words of Air. Dei 
there was straight speaking by th. 
colonies, and there was also straight 
speaking on the side of his majesty's 
government, if by straight speaking" is 
meant a peremptory refusal to discuss 
iho overtures which were made. 

"This peremptory refusal was based 
on the ground that unless it was giv- 
en we were in clanger of encroaching 
on the principles of free trade, or rais- 
ing the question of food taxation, as 
it, forsooth we are at this moment en- 
Joying free trade as If all over the 
world the area within which free 
trade operates is not being steadily 
restricted and as if we did not already 
take something like .C 1-1,000,000 a year 
out of the pockets of the people of 
Die country in the shape of food taxes. 

"Lately there lias been another ex- 
ample of what I call this free trade

City Engineer C. H. Topp fell under 
the ban of the displeasure of his wor- 
ship the mayor at the city council 
meeting last evening. The mayor em- 
phatically stated more than once that 
Mr. Topp was neglecting bis duties, 
was in the habit of not carrying out 
the mayor's orders and that It was 
about time something was done. Aid. 
Glcason supported the mayor in the 
matter, hut Aid. Hall protested strong- 
ly against the course adopted by the 
mayor and some of his supporters, de- 
nouncing the discussion In scathing 
terms and saying that any criticism 
of an ofliclal should he made in the 
form of a report from the proper com- 
mittee after investigation In which all 
sides were heard. The incident arose 
unexpectedly out of an informal sug- 
gestion by Aid. Henderson that it 
would be well to appoint an inspector 
to see that the public service corpora- 
tions left the streets In proper shape 
after tearing them up to lay pipes, etc. 

At the opening of the meeting the 
clerk read a letter from the city solici- 
tor enclosing a correct copy of the ca- 
ble from London announcing the de- 
cision of the privy council In the Es- 
quimau waterworks case and com- 
menting thereon. It appears from 
these documents that no decision has 
been rendered on the right of the city 
to appropriate the Coldstream water 
under their statutory powers, and that 
the privy council holds that the city 
must proceed under Its private act, 
but the city's legal advisers think it 
well to wait for the full text of the 
judgment before coming to a decision. 
It was in the last sentence of the ca 
ble that the error in transmission oc- 
curred which caused the cable to be 
withheld in Its entirety till last even- 
ing. 

Solicitors' Opinion- 

The solicitors' letter read as follows: 
His Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen: i^, 

Gentlemen — Esquimalt Water Works 
vs. the City: 

We beg to enclose herewith the or- 
iginal cable (corrected) received by us 
from our London agents announcing 
the success of the appeal of the Esqui- 
mau Water Works company. 

It will be in the recollection of the 
council that Mr. Justice Duff not only 
decided the action In favour of the 
company, hut on the counterclaim of 
the- corporation, seeking a declaration 
of their right to appropriate the Gold- 
stream water under their statutory 
powers, declined to make such a dec- 
laration, inasmuch as the city had not 
attempted to exercise their statutory 
rights, but were proceeding under the 
provisions of the Water Clauses Con- 
solidation act. This judgment is now 
upheld and (subject to the full text 
of the judgment) we understand the 
effect of the decision of the privy coun- 
cil to be that the private act of the 
city of 1S73 {amended In 1S92) and 
the private act of the Esquimalt Water 
Works company passed In 18SH 
(amended in 1S91!. still remain subsist- 
ing and valid and are not affected by 
the Water Clauses Consolidation act. 

We beg further to report that on the 
application of the city to the executive 
government for a continuation of the 
reserve of the Highland and Sooke 
waters, an order-ln-councll has, we 
are Informed, been made extending the 
period for twelve months. 

It will lie Important for the council 
to be advised Whether any waters they 
decide upon as the source for a new 
or augmented water works system can 
he claimed by them under the 1S73 act 
(amended in 1892) or whether the 
right to the same has to he sought by 
way of record under the' Water Clauses 
Consolidation act. The question Is — 
whether, under the city's private act, 
they obtain the water without making 
the payment which, under the Water 
Clauses act, they will have to make to 
the revenues of the province. 

We. therefore, await the arrival of 
the full text of the judgment of the 
judges of the privy council.

The city solicitor also wrote a letter 
enclosing' a copy of the judgment of 
the full court In the Liquor Regulation 
by-law litigation, which Is dealt with 
In another column. The city solicitor 
was instructed to prepare an amend- 
ment to the by-law to replace clause 
7 along the lines suggested by the 
chief justice, which will be presented 
at the next meeting of the council. 
Ry this means it Is hoped to retain 
control of the closing hours of the 
saloons In this city. 

Sooke Lake Survey 
The water commissioner reported a 
recommendation that the Sooke lake 
survey In? proceeded with at once on 
the grounds that the council has prac- 
tically no knowledge of its possibilities 
as a source Of water supply. His 
ons were adopted and the nec- 
ary instructions issued to the city 
engineer. His report Is textually re- 
produced: 

His worship the mayor, and board 
of aldermen. 

Dear Sirs: The decision of the 
privy council In the Esquimalt water 
case being adverse- to the city, the 
council lias now to decide In what di- 
rection they shall look for an In- 
creased water supply. 

As you are aware there are four 
sources from Which such supply may 
be obtained, namely, increasing Elk 
lake to its full capacity; developing 
the Highland district, acquiring the 
Works 'of the Esquimalt Water Works 
Company at Coldstream and Thistle 
lake, or buying water from them by 
the gallon, and obtaining water from 
Sooke lake. With the exception of the 
price asked by the Esquimau Water 
Works Company for tlielr holdings; wo 
have all the Information required re- 
garding the first three propositions, 
but our knowledge of Sooko lake is 
practically nil. v 
I would therefore recommend that 



the Sooke lake survey bo proceeded 
with at onqe,. and that on receipt of 
the necessary information, Mr. Adams 
be engaged to report to the council 
which of the four schemes ho eon- 
alders the most advantageous for the 
city, giving his reasons for such re- 
commendation, together with plans 
and detailed estimate pt cost. Mr. 
Adams having already been over the 
ground at Elk hike and Coldstream, is 
In a position to make a report wjth the 
least possible delay. I received a tel- 
egram from him yesterday saying that 
lie would be able to undertake the 
work whenever: required. 

I would further recommend, thatjon 
receipt of the report, It be submitted 
to the ratepayers for their approval, 
without any amendments wha'tever.

Mayor Morley— What 1 said was that 
all matters of temporary relief had 
been attended to so far its I knew. 
The committee of ladies who are as- 
sisting me in this matter and who are 
experienced in dealing with sucli cases, 
asked me to give nothing but provisions 
without consulting. them. All cases in 
Which substantial assistance is required 
are being looked into carefully. The 
trouble is that many people who had 
losses "for that reason thought they 
were entitled to a share of the money 
subscribed. This case is also being 
looked into. There are two ways of 
dealing with such cases. One Is to 
give a lump sum, and the other to give 
a small sum monthly as long as it Is 
needed. We have several such cases 
on the city's list now. But careful en- 
quiry must precede. 

Aid. Vincent — I hope you have entered 
into no contract to do such things. 

The mayor— Such matters are Invari- 
ably passed upon by the finance com- 
mittee of which you are chairman. So 
you are more responsible than 1. 

The .Murray case was left to the 
mayor to deal with. 

A complaint from P. M. Newton that 
the wheels of his buggy had been ruin- 
ed by the bad condition in which some 
of the roads were left with the result 
that he had narrowly escaped a seri- 
ous accident was referred' to the city 
soclllctor. 

At this juncture' a letter from the 
city solicitor was read giviiiig his 
opinion that Heywood avenue was not 
a street in the sense which would entitle 
the gas company to lay mains and en- 
closing si long letter from McPhillips 
Helsterman, the gas company's at- 



wbich the public services corporations 
left the streets after they had dug 
them up, although they -were supposed 
to leave the streets as nearly as pos- 
sible in their former condition, ■ He 
Instanced MacClurd street as having 
been left in very bad shape.

The Mayor — The city engineer is paid 
big money to attend to his business, i 
and he should do it. 

Aid. Hanna — The engineer does as I 
he is told. 

Aid. Glcason— The engineer does 
not do as ho is told, nor attend to that 
part of his duties, and I think it is 
time lie was made to. 

Aid. Hanna— The city engineer has 
a great deal to do, and during the 
past year he has had a great many 
reports to make on various plans, most 
of which have gone up in smoke, but 
which have taken up his timo. 

Aid. Hall — As a practical man Aid. 
Glcason should know that after a 
trench has been dug it is impossible 
to put the street back in exactly the 
some condition us it was before. 

Aid. Glcason— As a practical man I 
say it is possible. 

Aid. Hall — Three weeks ago when 
the condition of Yates street was be- 
ing discussed Aid. Gleason said ex- 
actly what I am saying now. 

The Mayor — They never tamp or 
wet the earth after filling In a trench. 
They Just throw dirt, in and pick out I 
the big rocks to be left lying around, j 
If they were to tamp, wet and roll 
the earth they could make a very fair 
job. even If they did not leave the 
street exactly as they found it. 

Aid. Hail— The city engineer has no 
power to force the corporation to' do 
tills. 

The mayor— If they do not obey in- 
structions ho should report (lie case 
to the council, who would take the 
necessary steps. 

A..I. Vincent— The city water and 
sewer gangs are just as bad. The 
city should give a more shining ex- 
ample before complaining too much. 
Overridden by. Companies. 
The mayor— The trouble is that wo 
are overridden by the gas and tram- 
way companies, and have been ever 
since 1 have been here! 

Aid. Vincent— I don't think the 
blame should lie on the city engineer 
He has a great deal to do. 

Aid. Henderson— I don't either. He 
Is obliged to be a great deal in his of. 
lice. \\ c should have a specrai in- 
spector for such work. 

The Mayor— I have constantly 
given many orders on such subject's 
to the engineer, and many of them 
have not been carried out. I have 
spoken to him till I ani tired, and 1 
have decided to speak my mind to 
(he council. If he lias too much to 
do he should ask for assistance, which 
he lias not done for this part of the 
work. He is not doing his duly. 

Aid. Hall — : lt is scandalous to find 
fault with an official -In this way. We 
should be ashamed. The proper course 
is to ask for a report from the ap- 
propriate committee after they liave 
made an investigation. 

Aid. FUllerton joined In the hue 
and cry after the city engineer but 
Aid.

Delegates From City and Adjoin- 
ing Districts Waits on Local 
Cabinet 



A petition praying for the premier 
and executive, council to erect a joint 
traffic and railway bridge over the se- 
cond narrows of Burrard Inlet to connect 
the district of North Vancouver with] 
the city and districts to the south was 
presented to the premier and several 
members of government yesterday by 
a deputation beaded by Mayor Kealy 
of North Vancouver. The deputation 
was given a sympathetic hearing l>y 
the premier who promised to lay the) 
matter before the whole executive] 
at a meeting to be held next week. The 
members of the government present! 
were, Pnnler McBride, Hon. F. Carter- 1 
Cotton, president of the council; lion. 
U. G. Tatlow, finance minister, and 
Hon. F. J. FultonJ commissioner of 
lands and works. 

In introducing the deputation Mayor 
Kealy went int<> me merits of the 
proposition in detail. He estimated 
that the cost of such a bridge would he 
from $700,000 to $100,000,000 and stated 
that tills was the only eligible situation 
for such a bridge. 

The deputation included: 

Mayor ICealey of North Vancouver; 
Alderman Jordan, Irwin anil Dick, of 
North Vancouver; Alderman Brydon, 
Jack McSpadden, Cavanagh and Mac- 
Donald, of Vancouver city; Reeve May 
of the district of North Vancouver; 
Councillors MacNaught and Robson 
anil Clerk Philip, of the district of 
North Vancouver; Reeve Bryne and 
Councillor clitic, of Burnaby; J. Bal- 
four Kerr, representing the North Van- 
couver board of trade-; \Y. Skene, sec- 
retary of the Vancouver board of trade 
and others. 

-Mayor Kealy in introducing the mat- 
ter said Hie reason the deputation had 
laken this step was In consequence of 
one railway company having been 
granted a charter by the Dominion 
government to build a bridge across 
the second narrows, and that the po- 
sition was tile only feasible one on the 
waters of Burrard inlet, excepting per- 
haps across the lirst narrows. He con- 
sidered it would be Very unwise to 
have one railway company controlling 
that position, 'file parties Interested 
had sent various communications to 
the Dominion government.

The cost, he admitted, would 
be a severe drain of the finances with 
such enormous other works to carry 
out In the province. Ho 'a,skod -.the 
executive to look at the great 'result the 
building of the New Westminster 
bridge had been to the surrounding 
country. It, he said, bore evidence of 
the result which would be obtained, 
financial and otherwise ,if this bridge 
across the second narrows was con- 
structed. The city of Vancouver on 
one side had 7fj,000 Inhabitants, while 
with the city of North Vancouver and 
surrounding municipalities the nopu- 
flnanclal and otherwise, if this bridge 
would easily reach 100,000. The build- 
ing of the bridge would open un prob- 
ably the richest pare of British Co- 
lumbia, with its mines, metals, tim- 
ber and lands. If one railway corn- 
pony monopolised this bridge, three- 
fourths of the values in tin: districts 
to the north would be lost. He also 
pointed out that this railway company, 
by having had the Zmnchise tor so 
long, had been tying up property ami 
had done no work, while it bad still 
some years to go before it need think 
of commencing. The portion around 
the coast was crying out lor direct 
communication, if the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, or Canadian Northern, were 
allowed to reach the coast without con- 
necting with the cities of the south the | 
loss of trade would be enormous.

DOCTOR'S RESPONSIBILITY 

Unusual Caso Which Has Just Been 
Decided by French Court 

Purls, July H0. — A curious caso in- 
volving the responsibility of a doctor 
toward a patient has Just been decid- 
ed by the Ninth Civil Court. 

Dr. Cormon. a Paris medical man, 
was sued for $10,000 damages by Mile. 
Peyronete, a. young woman whom ho 
hud cured of appendicitis, hut wdio 
contracted another malady, known as 
"escarre" or sloughing of the stomach, 
as a result of his treatment. She was 
made to keep an Ice hag applied to 
the skin over the appendix for twenty- 
three davs, and the treatment was riot 
changed'until the skin turned purple, 
tl. waJ argued that flannel ought to J 



have been placed between the ice bag 
and the skin, and that, even admitting 
the doctor was Justified in not. using 
flannel, he ought to have noticed the 
symptoms of sloughing in time to-stop 
it. 

To this the doctor replied that lie 
was obliged to go on with the ice 
treatment until he had made .sure of 
curing the appendicitis, and that he 
did, as a matter of fact, dispense with 
tlie ico as soon as possible, when un- 
mistakable symptoms of the secondary 
complaint showed themselves. 

Medical experts testified that there 
was no rule as to the length of time 
during which the use of the ico should 
be continued in cases of appendicitis, 
and one of them remarked that it was 
much better to run the risk of stom- 
ach trouble than endanger the patent's 
life by not curing the appendicitis. 
The case was decided In Dr. Cormon's 
favor, It being held that negligence 
had not been proved.

in these petitions, your memorialists 
beg further to call to your honours' 
attention lo tlie following facts: 

I. Thin district has an area aboul 
Jii miles long by 8 miles wide, and it 
may truly lie said that every acre of 
that land, mountain as well as val- 
ley, will have its value Increased 
greatly by tie- erection of this bridge, 
and the resulting advent of railway 
ci mtnunlca lion. 

L'. The existence in tills district, as 
is well known to your honours, of sev- 
eral largo streams of running water, 
and an Immense frontage on tlie sea 
gives tin- best' of grounds to expect 
that the advent of railway communica- 
tion will lead to tlie opening out of 
Irdustrlal works of large capacity In 
He- district. Those works mean much 
for the development and settlement of 
the district.

In 1892 there were 601 subdivisions 
on the district assessment roll. 

In P. Hi? there were 7.300 subdivi- 
sions, and the number of subdivisions 
since made will make an Increase of 
over 4,000 for next year.

way and tramway tallages. 

7. Your honours are respectfully re- 
minded that, at a recent sale of pro- 
vincial lands in North and South Van- 
couver, you were able lo realise tho 
splendid sum of *G70,000 from a com- 
paratively small area, and that the 
high prices were determined very 
largely by the hope of the all round 
advance which must result from in- 
creased travelling facilities in the 
neighbourhood, and the forming of 
new connections in the north and east. 
This bridge is the starting point in the 
establishnii .t of the connection they 
relied on when they offered these 
prices. The province still owns largo 
aren.s in these and other districts, and 
these will also benefit very materially 
from the carrying out of this Impor- 
tant public work.

COLD SUMMER IN ENGt-AND. 

Present Season Bids Fair to Beat 
Record or Year 1860. 

London, July 20. — The Englishman 
who has almost grumbled at the wea- 
ther, whatever happened, finds !i > uas 
kept nothing In reserve for the rum- 
mer of 1H07, when there Is a :-:al «x- 
cuse for some eloquence. Abuse of the 
weather Is now being earn -'J to such 
a pitch of perfection that the mate 
amateur has none banc. It is a mil- 
ter for experts alone. 

At Lord's the lirst Test mal.'i vas 
drowned to a draw, and tit Henley 
there, was more water In the air than 
in the river. The whole eumtiv Is 
rain-soaked and shivering. Furs, um- 
brellas, and hot coffee are the chief 
articles ot trade. 

Unless a change takes -ilace soon 
the so-called summer bids fair to boat 
tho record even of 1SG0. On W'ciils- 
dav after a few interludes of eiiciur- 
aging sunshine, which sent the shad- 
ed thermometer up to nearly 00 de- 
grees, where it remained for tha lost 
of tho disappointing day. The aver- 
ago shade temperature in London dur- 
ing a July afternoon is nearly 7.1 de- 
grees, while, of course, It Is frequent- 
ly much higher. " 

July transformed Into November nt 
its worst Is not merely filling the men 
in the street with disgust, hut Is giv- 
ing tlie keenest anxiety to the heads 
of many of tho great businesses of 
London. . . 

What was a disappointment In Juno 
Is becoming a disaster In July, for 



tho absence of summer weather in 
summer time is causing tho loss of 
thousands of pounds weekly to trad- 
ens and railway companies. Great 
numbers are postponing their holi- 
days till the sunshne comes; others 
arc doing without them altogether. 

A leading outfitter said - that tailors 
and outlltters were probably losing 
five thousand pounds per week. The 
loss by cycle ngents and makers was 
estimated at two thousand pounds a 
week. One thousand pounds a week 
was given as a moderate estimate of 
tho loss to athletic outfitters. 

Lace and silk blouse manufacturers 
have no demand at the home markets 
for the extensive stocks accumulated 
in the spring In anticipation of the 
summer industry. 

Depression in the yachting Industry- 
Is being actually felt, tho business of 
fitting out and chartering of boats be- 
ing practically nil. The anchorage 
at Cowos has of late presented a very 
melancholy appearance, the roadsted 
being destitute of yachts. 

The Luton straw hat industry has 
had a disastrous season for the home 
trade for men's hats. Tlie trade be- 
gan splendidly at Easter, but has since 
been Irretrievably damaged. The cold 
wet weather of May and June also 
completely spoiled the summer trade 
in ladles' bats. 

Trains which in a normal time 
would be crowded are half empty. The 
traffic of the Great Eastern railway 
for tho last three weeks of June was 
il'i, 300 less than for the correspond- 
ing period last year. The Southeast- 
ern and Chatham railway receipts in 
the last week of June were £1,346 
less than in the previous year. The 
London, Brighton and South Coast 
railway shows a decrease for June of 
£ 0,000. 

Tlie. Great Northern had a decrease 
of .C2.-100 for the second week in June, 
£9,000 for the third, but an Increase 
of £G,400 in the last week, owing to 
the Lincoln agricultural show. 

The bad weather is bringing grist 
to the mill of theatre and music hall 
managers. Thousands of people who 
at this time of tho year would nor- 
mally be at tho seaside, motoring, up 
'the 'river, or seeking other outdoor 
recreations, are kept In London, and 
the theatres are reaping the bcnelit. 

For this period in the theatrical 
year no manager in the business can 
recollect a corresponding time 01 
equal prosperity. . 

Dr. Richard Haramore, the chair- 
man of the St. Zancras public health 
committee, says that the continuous 
cold weather has been a great boon 
to' the thousands of bottle-fed Infants 
In London. This Is shown by the re- 
markably few cases of gastric distur- 
bances found In district work among 
the Infants of tlie poor. 

Dr. Forbes-Ross, of Hurley street, 
says that not only do the babes get 
the milk 'In much fresher and better 
condition this cold weather, but they 
also run much better chances of es- 
caping infectious diseases. The con- 
tinuously falling rain purifies the at- 
mosphere and prevents the dust from 
rising and carrying with it tho deadly 
microbes. 

From all parts of the country come 
reports of tho disaster to crops caused 
by the phenomenal weather. 

The hav which is sodden by repeal- 
ed heavy' showers, Is, of course, utter- 
ly unlit to bo stacked. This is the 
greatest trouble of tho moment. Stack 
it and it will inevitably got heated, 
and go to the bad In that manner; 
have it exposed to tho weather and all 
the feeding goodness Is washed out of

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THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The Colonist has no desire to Inter- 
fere unduly in an election held in a 
constituency where it Is not published, 
but the office of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral is one in which the , whole prov- 
ince has a deep Interest. While Mr. 
Bowser, if re-elected, will represent the 
city of Vancouver, lie will In a very 
Important capacity be a representative 
of every constituency in British Co- 
lumbia, and therefore we feel that we 
are not stepping outside of our proper 
field In expressing the hope that the 
voters of Vancouver will send him 
buck to the house with a substantial 
majority. 

The province needs such men as .Mr. 
Bowser in pu blic life. He Is young, 
able, aggressive and an admirable de- 
bater. He lends to the proceedings of 
the House dignity, vigor and Intelli- 
gence. The whole province is the bet- 
ter for having among its legislators 
a gentleman, who can take up a pub- 
lic question, investigate it understand- 
ingfly and present it with clearness and 
force. In his public capacity Mr. Bow- 
fcer is in one sense better known to 
Victorians than to his own constitu- 
ents, for the former have had an op- 
portunity to watch his public career 
under circumstances, which show in 
the clearest possible light the manner 
of man he is. The verdict of the peo- 
ple of this city, who have had the op- 
portunity of watching the acts of all 
our public men, is that In the Attor- 
ney-General we have a man full of tin; 
promise of a brilliant and useful fu- 
ture. The Colonist knows that it ex- 
presses the views of the great major- 
ity of the citizens of Victoria, Liberals 
as well as Conservatives, when it says 
that anything which would remove Mr. 
Bowser from the public arena would 
be deeply regretted here. When it was 
tl'OUght that he would he elected by 
acclamation very general satisfaction 
was evinced, and we have yet to 
hear from any side of polities an ex- 
pression of pleasure at the fact that 
h3 is to be opposed. We say these 
things In order that the people of Van- 
couver may know how their late rep- 
resentative Is regarded in this city. We 
wish him every success. 

A LIBEL SUIT 

The libel suit of Robert V. Green 
against the Vancouver World is of 
general public interest, not only be- 
cause of the prominence of the per- 
sons whose names were associated 
witli it, but because of the principles 
involved. The circumstances out of 
which the suit arose tire familiar to 
all persons who took any interest in 
the last provincial elections, and it 
is only necessary here to say that it 
was a charge by the World that Sir 
Adolphe Caron had offered .Mr. Green, 
then Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, some shares in a company, 
which was seeking concessions from 
the government, which shares Mr. 
Green did not receive, but told Sir 
Adolphe he might issue to Mr. Neil 
McKay. The newspaper alleged that 
this was a corrupt transaction. The 
World pleaded justification and the 
jury decided in Its favor. The Im- 
portant evidence In the case was that 
of Mr. D. H. Hlggins, who was editor 
of the World at the time and wrote 
tlie article complained of. 'lie said 
substantially that having received cer- 
tain information lie made inquiries 
of Sir Charles Tapper and Mr. Cowan, 
who as counsel for Sir Adolphe Caron, 
would be in a position to know the 
facts, and that, while they did not 
give any information, he Interred from 
what they did say that the informa- 
tion was correct, and he published it 
accordingly. There was very little dis- 
pute as to facts, and the verdict of the 
Jury docs not seem to amount to any- 
thing more that that under the circum- 
stances Mr. Hlggins exercised no more 
than the legal right vested in a news- 
paper. Nothiing was proved at the 
trial which the public did not know 
already. Mr. Green was subjected to 
severe cross-examination and nothing 
was elicited calculated in the remot- 
est degree to reflect upon his honor as 
a public official or private citizen. Al- 
though he did not receive a verdict 
he obtained what is far better, an op- 
portunity to face a public cross-exam- 
ination in the course of which all his 
nets and/ methods could bo fully gone 
into. The most unfriendly critic will 
have to admit that nothing brought 
out in the trial reflected In the slight- 
est degree upon his integrity, and 
while there may he differences of opin- 
ion as to whether or not he exercised 
good judgment in his reply to Sir 
Adolpho Caron, the cross-examining 
counsel, according to the report In the 
World itself said to the jury that "he 
personally had no Ill-feeling against 
Mr. Green but personally felt an ad- 
miration for him," This tribute from 
hostile counsel, who, it so happens, Is 
nnd has boon openly opposed to Mr. 
Green politically, is all that Mr. Green 
Kjjci hid frleuda could ask forV, It is 



better than the verdict of a jury, be- 
cause it was a voluntary tribute to 
Mr. Green's worth, which the 'learned 
counsel was not under any obligation 
professionally to offer. 

We think it proper to make a few 
comments upon the fact that several 
of the witnesses were excused from 
answering certain questions on the 
score of "privilege." They were 
Messrs. MeBrldo, Tatlow, Cotton and 
Green, who declined to testify to cer- 
tain matters on the ground that they 
related to matters which took place 
In meetings of the Executive of the 
province; Sir Charles Hibbert Tap- 
per and Messrs. Cowan and Tteid, 
who claimed privilege as counsel, and 
Mr. Hlggins who declined on the 
ground that certain communications 
were made to him confidentially as 
editor of a newspaper. It Is some- 
times inferred by thoughtless people 
that tlie assertion of "privilege" In re- 
gard to information is to be construed 
as implying that the evidence If 
brought out would bo of a character 
injurious to some party to the suit, 
but no such Inference ought to be 
drawn. A member of the government 
is bound by the law of the land to 
keep secret what happens at meetings 
of the executive. It is the duty of 
counsel to keep inviolate the commu- 
nications of their clients, and it may 
be doubtful how far a client can ab- 
solve counsel of that obligation. There 
was a case before a committee of the 
House of Commons on one occasion, 
Where a witness refused to answer a 
question on t lie ground that it related to 
a privileged communication to him as 
a lawyer, and although his client was 
present and consented to the evidence 
being given, the witness refused on 
the ground that others than his client 
were concerned, and the committee, 
which consisted of some of the ablest 
lawyers in Canada, sustained the wit- 
ness in his refusal. It is a new, or at 
least, a very recent, ruling that com- 
munications to editors are privileged, 
but we see no reason why it should not 
bo generally accepted. So far as Mr. 
Green and the World are concerned, 
no one may properly draw any con- 
clusion whatever from the fact that 
the persons named claimed "privi- 
lege." 

The verdict of tlie jury undoubtedly 
extends greatly the liberty of news- 
papers in their comments upon public 
men. It Is by such precedents that 
the law of the country is established. 
Seeing that a jury has decided that 
such Justification as the World was 
able to present, is an answer to .an 
action for libel, it is not very easy to 
say what a newspaper may not pub- 
lish. This verdict, taken in connec- 
tion with Mr. Justice Landry's ruling 
in the Emmerson case, where the 
learned judge held that the truth or 
falsity of the charges was immaterial, 
so long as the editor believed they 
were true, and with Mr. Justice (Tern-, 
cut's ruling that communications toan 
editor are privileged, leave it almost 
open to a newspaper to say anything 
it likes about public men. We may 
feel very certain that suits and prose- 
cutions for libel will be less frequent 
in tlie future than they have been in 
the past. This Immunity from legal 
responsibility Imposes a greater duty, 
than ever upon those in charge ol 
newspapers to see that their great lib- 
erty is not abused. 

MR. MARTIN AGAIN 

There is no conceivable set of cir- 
cumstances, except a funeral in which 
he would he tlie star performer, which 
can be reckoned upon as likely to keep 
our friend Mr. Joseph Martin out of 
the political arena, lie is never un- 
duly exalted by success; he is sub- 
limely indifferent to defeat. He likes 
to please people by telling them that 
he is a candidate In response to their 
requests, but be never yet ran an 
election for any other reason than be- 
cause he wanted to. Reasons which 
may lead him to want to may be vart- 1 
ous. They may be convictions which 
he had held from infancy; they may be 
mushrooms which have grown up In 
a night, but whatever they are they 
are his reasons and no one else's. 
That Is why we admire? Mr. Martin 
without having ever been able to agree 
with him. There does not seem to hi; 
any reason why lie should oppose Mr. 
Bowser. He says that he does so on 
the Anti- Japanese platform, but If 
there is one man in local politics, who 
ought not to be opposed on that 
ground, it Is the Attorney- General. We 
have just a slight suspicion that Mr. 
Martin sees an opportunity to giVQ his 
friend Sir Wilfrid Laurler a little 
trouble, The federal premier has neon 
having a genuine picnic lately. Even 
the newspapers, which ordinarly op- 
pose him, have been saying nice things 
about him. Now Sir Wilfrid and Mr. 
Martin think a great deal of each 
other, but tlie latter is one of those 
people who believes a diet of sweets 
leads to indigestion, and if lie can give 
his very dear friend a little dose of! 
something sour he will feel that he Is 
doing him a good turn. By being a 
candidate on an anti-Japanese plat- 
form Mr. Martin will give Sir Wilfrid 
something else to think about than the 
honeyed words, which have been his 
political fodder for the last few 
months. All of which Is exceedingly 
Ma rtlnesque. 

Tin; campaign will be a short one. 
Nomination is to lie today and the 
election tomorrow, This Is no ad- 
vantage to any one. If It is said that 
It gives no time for Mr. Martin to get 
ready, the answer Is that It puts Mr. 
Bowser in tlie same position. Fortun- 
ately the constituency is a compact 
one witli plenty of newspapers. it| 
will be Interesting to outsiders to note 
the effect of bringing on an election so 
soon after nomination. We assume that 
if the government had supposed that Mr. 
Bowser would be opposed they would 
have allowed him a little more time 
in which to get ready. No one can 



form any definite Idea of what a con- 
stituency like Vancouver will do on 
such short notice. The Liberal Assoc- 
iation passed a resolution declaring in 
so many words that their party would 
take no part In the contest, and we are 
informed that many of the leaders are 
hostile to the idea of opposition. Only 
the result of an election would con- 
vince us that any considerable num- 
ber of Liberals will welcome Mr. Mar- 
tin's return te. the political arena. Wo 
feel very confident of Mr. Bowser's 
success. 

We sincerely hope that the electors 
of Vancouver will not return Mr. Mar- 
tin to the legislature. He Is a dis- 
turbing element in any legislative 
body. The statute boolcs show that he 
is not a safe guide in matters of le- 
gislation; the history of the years dur- 
ing which he was in the local house, 
show that he Is not a safe guide to 
public opinion. He creates turmoil 
wherever he is in a public capacity, 
and British Columbia has had enough 
political turmoil to last for a gener- 
ation. The Colonist has no wish to 
speak unkindly of Mr. Martin, but it 
thinks It expresses the opinion of the 
very great majority of the people of 
the province when it says that Mr. 
Martin's presence in the House would 
be a source of embarrassment to the 
Opposition and a handicap to the ef- 
forts of the Government to devise any 
progressive policy. 

WATER QUESTIONS. 

It is somewhat amusing to hear 
some of those people, who favored a 
lawsuit In order to establish the right 
of the city to take water from Gold- 
stream, now asserting that Coldstream 
is not a suitable source of supply for 
tlie city. It Is just as suitable now 
as it was on the day when tlie City 
Engineer went out and drove a stake 
and attempted to get a water record. 

Is there any doubt whatever about 
the sufficiency and quality of the sup- 
ply from Coldstream '.' Our information 
is that water enough can be gathered 
on the Coldstream property to supply 
25,000,000 gallons daily. Is this cor- 
rect? Such an amount would furnish 
ilfty gallons daily for a city of 500,000 
people. If tills is true, the people 
ought to know it, because It is one of 
the facts which will have to be con- 
sidered in deciding between the dif- 
ferent plans, which may be proposed? 

We think 'that the city should pro- 
vide immediately for the needs of not 
less than r,0,D0(i people, and preferably 
for 100,000. We do not suppose that 
there will be 100,000 people Within the 
present corporate limits for some time 
to come, but we must count upon sup- 
plying the whole of the Oak Bay muni- 
cipality and a part of South Saanich. 
To wdiat extent can Elk Lake be relied 
upon to meet the needs of our growing 
city? How. much water Is It proposed 
to secure from Sooke Lake If we go 
there for It, and what will be the cost 
of Increasing tlie supply from that 
source, when the city has outgrown 
what is at first provided? 

What revenue from the sale of power 
can the. city hope to have? This Is a 
question which cannot be answered 
very definitely, of course. What amount 
of power could be made available at 
Coldstream without interfering with 
tlie supply of water to the city? This, 
we suppose, can he closely approxi- 
mated. As a matter of practical busi- 
ness, what amount of power can the 
city derive from Sooke Lake? By the 
latter question we do not mean tlie 
possible maximum, but the amount 
which could be developed in connec- 
tion with such a system as the city is 
likely to Instal? 

Would It be any advantage to the 
city to take over the business of the 
Esquimau Water Works company, in- 
eluding as well their contract with the 
Electric Railway company, and the 
supply of water to the rapidly grow- 
ing community lying west of Victoria 
Arm? Is there any reason for sup- 
posing that the future of Esquimau 
will be such as to make the supply of 
water to that section a profitable un- 
dertaking for the city? 

What is the supply of water now- 
available from Coldstream? Assuming 
it to lie sufficient for a city of 50,000 
people, what Will It cost to store suffi- 
cient water to make the supply equal 
to the needs of 100,000 people, 150,000 
people, 200,000 people and so on up 
to the maximum capacity of the Gold- 
stream watershed? We do not sug- 
gest that, the present capacity of the 
Coldstream supply is not more than 
sufficient for 50,000 people. We only 
mention these figures as a basis of 
comparison of cost. 

Granting the correctness of the 
statement that Coldstream can sup- 
ply enough water for 500,000 people, 
and admitting, what requires no de- 
monstration, that Sooke Lake contains 
enough water for that number of peo- 
ple and upwards, how will the costs of 
supplying water from the two sources, 
as the growth of the population de- 
mands, compare with each other? 

We think that all these questions 
have a direct bearing upon tlie matter, 
which tile citizens have to decide. 
Doubtless the answers to most of them 
are already on record. We shall en- 
deavor to get all the Information pos- 
sible upon them, and In the meantime 
we invite the public and the munici- 
pal authorities to give them their best 
consideration. 

We fear that our evening contem- 
porary Is not able to bring to bear 
upon the discussion of this question 
that judicial attitude of mind, which 
alone renders an expression of opinion 
of any value. For example, last night 
It said that the provisions of the Act, 
under which the Esquimau Water- 
works company must furnish the city 
with a certain quantity of water at a 
certain price were passed "by a care- 
less— we hesitate to say a corrupt 

legislature." Before our contempor- 
ary attempts to characterize the con- 
duct of the legislature in the promises, 



it would be wise to get a history of 
that piece of legislation, if it does 
so, it may be surprised to find whose 
character it is aspersing by the re- 
marks quoted, and it may also be sur- 
prised to learn that the provision In 
the Act was put there expressly at the 
request of the city, whose representa- 
tives were not as unmindful of the 
possible future requirements of Vic- 
toria as our contemporary thinks. It 
also refers to tlie Colonist's mention 
of the obligation resting upon the. 
company as "insidious" and "disingen- 
uous." We must assume that our 
contemporary knows tlie meaning of 
such words. Insidious means deceit- 
ful; disingenuous moans not frank or 
insincere. As we simply quoted the 
provisions of the Act, it can hardly be 
claimed that wo deceived any one; as 
we stated the case without expres- 
sing any opinion or making any argu- 
ment, we do not see how we could 
have been insincere. If wo had per- 
mitted discussion to go on, without 
drawing the attention of tlie citizens 
^to .tliis important provision) in the 
law, w e would certainly be open to 
the accusation of not having been 
frank with them, and of having de- 
ceived themr by leading them by our 
silence to think that there is no other 
way of getting water from Coldstream' 
except by buyjng out the undertaking 
of the company. 

In our observations upon this sub- 
ject yesterday we said that until tlie 
exact nature of the judgment of the 
Privy Council was known it would be 
impossible to comment understanding- 
ly upon It. This precaution may prove 
to have been justified by the informa- 
tion laid before the City Council last 
night, of the particulars of which we 
were not Informed early enough to 
be able to do more than chronicle 
them, 




What will the Czar say to the Kai- 
ser, and what will the Kaiser say to 
the Czar'.'

Electro-Motallurg-y. 

Dr. Ilaanel's report on the experiments 
made by him in electric smelting, notic- 
ed by the World the other day, lends 
special interest to ,-i recent paper read 
by Mr. Bertram Blount before tlie Bng- 
llsh Institute of Civil Engineers on tlie 
position and prospects of electro-metal- j 
lurgy. As summarized by the London 
Standard, he pointed out that the princi- 
pal electro-metallurgical Industries are 
the refining of copper, the manufac- 
ture of aluminum, of sodium, and of 
steel. The greater part of the world's 
output of copper is refined electrically, 
with tlie result that good commercial 
copper, such ns is used for locomotive 
fireboxes, Is often almost chemically 
pure. Modern users of copper or makers 
of copper nlloys can thus deal with the 
pure metal, while their predecessors had 
to lie content with copper containing any 
and every impurity '.vhlch the refiners 
of early days found It difficult to re- 
move, and whose presence rendered ac- 
curate conclusions as to the cause or the 
behavior of the metal or alloy under 
practical conditions almost Impossible. 
An Incidental, but very substantial ad- 
vantage is that the recovery of the gold 
and silver in crude copper Is effected 
completely and much more cheaoly than 
Is possible by the older metallurgical 
processes. 

Mr. Blount states tnat tlie largest of 
all electro-metallurgical Industries will 
be the manufacture of steel. Some 
plants are already at work, and thorn is 
no doubt of their rapid and fruitful 
growth. Much delay, he explained, had 
occurred in arriving at tlie present sta- 
tus, because for years inventors tried 
to smelt Iron Instead of manufacturing 
steel from Iron already smelted In the 
blast furnace. Now, however, attention 
Is turned to steel mailing as a more at- 
tainable end, with the result Hint al- 
ready steels of high grade can be suc- 
cessfully prepared in electric furnaces 
of various types. Mr. Blount think.-- 
that probably, in the first instance, tlie 
electrical method will have Its greatest 
measure of success in preparing steel 
of such high grade that any extra cost 
will lie quite outweighed by the cer- 
tainty that the metal will absorb no 
Impurity In the course of manufacture. 
But ns methods nre cheapened It may 
happen that every grade of steel now 
prepared in open hearth furnaces will 
he prepared In corresponding furnaces 
electrically heated. These anticipations 
In connection with electro-metallurgy, 
which there Is good prospect wll lie re- 
alized In the near future, are full or 
hone for the development of Canadian 
Industries. — Toronto World

There Is Coal Lying at Mino Mouth 
to be Shipped as Soon as 
Cars Arrive. 



Vancouver, .B. C, Aug. 1. — In two 
weeks the C. P. It. will have completed 
a spur line from Merritt station, on the 
Nicola branch, .into the coal lands of 
the Nicola Valley Coal it Coke com- 
pany .and the mines will then be in a 
position to deliver coal to the C. P. P. 
cara. 

This is the news given out by F. F. 
Busteed general superintendent of the 
C. P. P., who has just returned rom 
Nicola. lie Was accompanied to Van- 
couver by J. T. Arundel, who has conic 
from Winnipeg to become superintend- 
ent in Vancouver vice Mr. II. E. Bease- 
ley, who will bo transferred to Brandon. 
Mr. Arundel took ollice today and Mr. 
Beaseley will leave or the Past shortly 
on a holiday trip. 

The Nicola Valley Coal & Coke com- 
pany has two large seams of coal about 
a mile and a half from Merritt sta- 
tion, which is seven miles this side of 
Nicola. On the fifteen-foot scam a 
slope eight hundred feet long has been 
sunk and a tunnel is now being driven 
on two ends which will open this siope 
out on the spur now ibetng built. The 
tipple will bo alongside the spur. Only 
ono hundred and fifty feet to work In 
the centre now remains to be done to 
open this tunnel. 

On another smaller seam a slope la 
being driven, and it will also be open 
with a tunnel through which the coal 
mined will bo brought out to the spur 
tracks.

ARRESTED FOR MURDER 

OF ANOTHER INDIAN 



Fresh Interest Lent to Tragedy Which 
Occurred at Harrison Last 
Winter. 



New Westminster Aug. 1.— Fresh in- 
terest in the Alex. Murphy murder mys- 
tery was created when Pat Thompson, 
a young Indian residing on Nicomen 
Island was brought to the city by Pro- 
vincial Constable Lane of Mission, and 
taken In charge by Chief Constable 
Spain. Sinco the murder last Febru- 
ary, Constable Lano has had a sus- 
picion that Pat Thompson know ma- 
terial facts concerning the murder, and 
following up his suspicions he searched 
for months, and finally ran across his 
man at Nicomen Island. 

Alex. Murphy disappeared from the 
house of a friend at Harrison last 
Februray under circumstances which 
pointed strongly to murder. A danco 
was being hvid and Alex. Murphy took 
part for a short time, after which ho 
left tho house and has not been seen 
since. The provincial police wore suc- 
cessful in discovering that the Indian 
■had been murdered, Ids body, buried 
in the sawdust 'near the' Harrison saw- 
mill, and that .lt was later removed to 
a placo still unknown to the police. 



Fernie, B. C, Aug. 1.— X M. Walter, 
jr., chief locating engineer for tho 
South Fast Kootenay railway in an in- 
terview the other day stated that the 
object of the railway was to open up 
and develop tho coal fields of the Flat- 
head district, and convey the coal and 
coke from there to the markets in the 
south and west. 

The route will traverse tho south 
fork of the Michael creek and join 
the C. P. R. line at McGillvary, thence 
south to Pernio and also down into 
Butte, Montana. The grade is com- 
paratively easy, the greatest being 
about ono per cent. The route along 
tho Michel creek is wooded and com- 
paratively level, no very great cuts or 
illls have to bo handled- 

The coal in the Flathead . district is 
owned chiefly by Spokane and Seattle 
interests and" is regarded as almost un- 
1 limited. The road will be prepared to 
ship ono thousand tons of coke per day. 

Being asked when construction 
would commence, Mr. "Walter stated 
that as soon as the location was com- 
pleted and the estimates were made 
out. At least two months would bo 
required to do this. Fifteen ndlos of 
tho road has already been located anil 
tho work is being pushed with the 
greatest expedition. 

Tho company is prepared to spend 
one million dollars in developing the 
mines and constructing coke ovens. 



WORK AT THE BRITANNIA. 

Six Hundred Tons of Ore Being Taken 
Out Daily. 

Vancouver, Aug. 1. — Exploratory op- 
erations with -a diamond drill aro be- 
ing conducted on the Mammoth Bluff 
at the Britannia mines, Howe Sound. 
According to reports received from the 
mine the drill is only down a hundred 
feet or so, but It is the intention to 
continue It to a depth of 1,000 or 1,200 
feet in order to ascertain the character 
of ore and formation encountered at 
that depth preparatory to ■ driving a 
tunnel half a mile long to crosscut tho 
ore bodies at a depth of about 1,200 
feet. 

As far as the drill has gone down 
tho ores are being assayed and It Is 
stated that assays as high as 20 per 
cent, copper have been secured. 

Mining n't tho rate of six or seven 
hundred tons per day Is now being 
carried on at the Jane and Mammoth 
Bluff workings, and the aerial tram 
from the mines to tin; concentrating 
mill and wharf bunkers at Britannia 
bench Is being taxed to its present 
capacity. About six hundred tons of 
ore per day is being handled by tho 
tram. 



CHINESE HEAD TAX 

Celestials Going to Montreal Have 
Contributed Sum of $20,000. , 

Montreal Star.— -Chinese immigration 
to Canada is not a big factor in swell- 
ing tho mixed population of tho Do- 
minion, bUjL.it is ono which produces 
quite a revenue. Since the adoption 
of the present Chinese Immigration 
.Act forty Chinamen have been added 
to tho population of Montreal and this 
has added $20,000 to the revenue of 
tho Dominion government. 

The law which went Into effect in 
January, 1S0-I, provides for 'a poll' fax 
of V r '0O, on overy Chinese laborer who 
comes to Canada. Merchants, sons of 
merchants, studoiits and members of 
tho professional classes' are oxer 
from tho provisions, of tho act. 

There has been an increase In. 
the number of such classes of people 
coming into Canada, . while there ..lias 
been a falling off of coolies. For one. 
year after .the enforcement of the new 
act, not ono .cent was collected in the 
port of Montreal from incoming Chi- 
nese 'laborers. Then one Impost was 
collected, but- this was practically ac- 
cidental. • ' 

The steamship Heros came to Mont- 
real with, a.- crqw of Chinamen, and 
while in port one of the Chinese quar- 
termasters disappeared. It was thought 
that he had fallen overboard and there 
was much' ado about dragging tho por- 
tion of tho harbor where tho ship was 
lying, but even the most searching 
hunt failed to reveal the body of a 
drowned Chinaman, nor was there ever 
any report of one coming to the sur- 
faco in any other ypart of the river. 
The assumption, then, was that the 
quartermaster had taken "Shis means 
of slipping into the country. It was a 
good plan, but it cost tho skipper an 
even half thousand, and the sailor- 
man's ylows on the matter aro not any 
too pleasant. 

After the act hod been in force two 
years there was an increase In the 
number of Chinese coming Into Mont- 
real, and within a week no less than 
six have been entered. 

Provisions for the Immigration nf 
Chinamen are usually arranged by tho 
clans. Tho clan will put up the necos 
sary $BQ0 head tax, and when the now 
comer reaches Montreal, bo will a 
once begin to work it off. Tho men 
who come hero usually go to work in 
laundries. They put in IB hours a 
day at a tub and ironing board, for 
which they rccclvo about $12 a w 
and board. 

There are now 1,700 Chinamen 
the local colony, and with a tax of 
$500 a head. :0h\ laborers. It is not like- 
ly that there. Will be' any marked 
growth in Montreal's Chinatown.

Charles of Infidelity made by the hus- 
band against tho wife about two years 
after- marriage had disturbed tho rela- 
tions between them, which woro fur- 
ther aggravated by tho production of 
the photograph of a dressmaker of 
Ripley Maria Harris by name, which 
the husband claimed was tho woman 
ho should havo married. 

Matters going from bad to worse, 
Mrs. Switzer was induced to sign an 
agreement and was given $200 to go 
away. She went to Dakota to bo near 
friends, and in tho meantime her hus- 
band' sole] his farm and stock for 
$H,000, and moved to Druco county, 
Ontario, whoro ho bought a valuable 
farm.

— The smelter 
in Kootenay at the present 
time is an interesting one, although it 
is not particularly pleasing to owner 
and managers of shipping mines, and 
still less . to lessees, who see the per- 
iod of expiry coming nearer while pro- 
fits are delayed and reduced. 

Tlie subject- bus been quietly dis- 
cussed by mining inon for a long time, 
but while many expressions of impa- 
tience have been heard, there is no 
general complaint against smelter 
management. 

The production of ore In Kootenay, 
especially in the Slocan, has been le 
during the bust twelve months than 
for many years past, and the supply 
available for- lb" smelters has been 
uncertain and variable In the extreme. 

Added to those features of the situa- 
tion there is the persistently recurring 
report of a geVTal reorganization of 
business nff ec t the West Kootenay 
smelters, on which no definite Informa- 
tion is vouchsafed from any authorita- 
tive quarters, where inquiries are met 
only by diplomatic failures to confirm. 

J. J. Campbell, manag*r of the Hall 
Minos company, was asked If it were 
true that tho smelters woro troubled 
by a shortage of coke. Mr. Campbell's 
Information tn the press was, as al- 
ways, courteously given, but decidedly, 
meagre.

menace ' to man's health. Its 
hairy body carries both diseaso and 
death. Many epidemics which sweep 
over communities in tho hot season 
havo been traced to tho fly. Having 
its origin in filth— it brlnge with it the 
bacteria which brood in tilth. And 
as It moves about, now crawling oyer 
refuse, now over tho food on the table, 
Hying from tho lips of tho sick to tho 
Hps of the healthy! It Is sail to lie 
more dangerous to modern society 
than were the wild beasts to primitive 
man. , " 

Tho high mortality among tho chil- 
dren in i tho congested districts of a 
city, -whore families aro closely crowd- 
ed together, wh-ero refuse accumulates 
fust, where food is often kept In liv- 
ing rooms, is due to a largo degree 
so scientists now say, to the fly. In- 
fant dls.easos chiefly prevail in tho hot 
season, when tho flies abound. Dr. J. 
T. C, Nash, in The Journal of the 
Boyal Sanitary Institute, giving his 
experience us an English health offi- 
cer, says that tho fly Is responsible 
for tho death of many children because 
of polluting the milk which they drink. 

"It is a matter that has been entirely 
overlooked," said Dr. C. O. Probst, 
recently, "but w>e now know that the 
common house lly Is an agent of Im- 
portance in, carryin;;, the germs of 
typhoid fever.

Government Finding Difficulty Balan- 
cing Accounts, Says London Report 

London, July 30.— While tho Loudon 
papers appear to accept unanimously 
the explanation of the Japanese Com- 
missioner hero that the failure of the 
Mancburlan Railway loan is due 
the unfavorable condition of the mon- 
ey market and to the fact that 
many new issues tire coming out, dif- 
ferent views have found expression 
elsewhere. 

The Manchester Guardian, ono of 
the leading provincial papers of Fug 
land, whose opinions are usually based 
on solid information, and aro well con- 
sidered editorially, ssys today: — 

"The true explanation is: Firstly, 
that the. British public feels that it 
has lent enough at present to tho Ja- 
panese, who must have borrowed in 
England for war and other less de- 
structive purposes at least £200,000,- 
000 sterling; and secondly, that there 
is some nervousness here at the dif- 
ficulty the Japanese government finds 
in balancing its accounts. The expen- 
diture on the army and navy and the 
debt are out of all proportion to the 
revenue, and, wo add, to the taxable 
capacity of the country." 

Tlie Manchester Guardian quotes 
figures to support its argument, and 
concludes by saying that unless rapid 
and sweeping retrenchment^ are 
speedily eftected by the Japanese gov- 
ernment its credit 'Will be seriously 
curtailed.

AMERICANS IN NORTHWEST 

Many Are in Peace River District 
Taking Up Land. 

Edmonton, Alta., July 29. — A party 
of sixty land seekers, mostly Ameri- 
cans, have left this city for the Peace 
river district, to take up homesteads 
In that fertile region. The party In 
charge of H. H. Lampmari, local man- 
ager of the Peace River Colonization 
and Land Development company of 
Montreal. They Will be guided to tlie 
placo where the homesteads may be 
taken up by Peter Tompkins, of White 
Fish lake, who is being sent out by the 
Dominion government to locate the 
land and take up the fillings of tlie 
settlers who wish to tako up homo- 
steads. 

The way in which the Montreal 
company got this concession from tho 
government is an old story. It was 
originally given to tlie Jesuits in Mon- 
treal, and Included a tract of land 24 
miles square, 60 miles southeast of 
Dunvegan, on the Peace river. ( Tho 
land was given on the understanding 
that the even numbered sections 
should belong to the government and 
would be thrown open for homestead- 
ing. If the company took out fifty 
settlers In the first year and a. certain 
number each subsequent year and set- 
tled them on this land, they would re- 
ceive a freo grant of tho odd number- 
ed sections. The Jesuits could nWt 
finance the scheme, so tho Peace River 
C'ononlzatlon company was formed, 
composed of Canadians, backed by 
American capital. The expedition now 
being planned Is tho first step of tho 
company to secure these concessions. 

Tho party loft Edmonton to go north 
to Athanngpa, -Landing. From there 
they will go up the Athabasca river to 
the Haplds, portage across to Lesser 
Slavo lake, and take the trail from 
thero to tho Peace River crossing. 
They will go up tho Penco river to 
Dunvegan and then southeast. Tho 
trip will occupy about a month. About 
four and a. half townships have been 
surveyed ..and subdivided, and arc 
ready for homesleadlng. Tho remain- 
der will be surveyed as soon as pos- 
sible.

JAPANESE IMMieRATION 
REACHES BIG FIGURES 



Twenty-Five Hundred Arrived in 
British Columbia During 
July 



During July the number of Japan- 
ese landed in British Columbia to- 
talled 2,500, three times the ligurcs for 
June, when 805 1 were disembarked by 
various steamers at Victoria. The 
number of arrivals from Japan in 
May were 517 and in April. 241. From 
April to July, as well be seen, the Im- 
migration of Japanese lias increased 
ten fold. The total for the four 
months is 4,000.

Tho eighth annual convention of the 
British Columbia Medical association 
began yesterday morning at 10.30 
o'clock at tho parliament buildings,] 
with tho president, Dr. U. L,. Eraser,, 
of Victoria, In the chair. The other 
officers present were Dr. J. M. Pear- 
son, Vancouver, vice-president; Dr. 
j. D. Helmcken, VlcWria, treasurer, 
and Dr. R. Eden Walker, New West-, 
initiated, secretary. The morning ses- 
sion was taken up with business and 
technical papers were read and dis- 
cussed during the afternoon; tho 
evening being given over to the read- 
ing of the president's address, and an 
interesting addresa by the pioneer of 
all British Columbia's medical men, 
Hon J. S. Helmcken, whose text was 
"Fifty Years Experience in Practice." 

Those present were: Drs. R. L. 
Eraser, J. S. Pagan, .r. D. Helmcken, 
Ernest Hall, Lieut. -Col. Grant, A. T. 
Watt, Hon. H. E. Young, provincial 
secretary; H. Rundlc Nelson. George 
Hall, G. Li. Milne. R. V. Dolbey, Red- 
mond, Stunier, McMieking, Hasell, 
Hazlewood, Ilolden, E. C. Hart, H. 
Robertson, Hon. J. S Helmcken, Vic- 
toria; Drs. Senkler, S. T. Tunstall, 
Brvdone-Jack, J. M. Pearson, Vancou- 
ver; Drs. It. E. Walker and G. E. 
Drew of New Westwlnster, Dr. Cor- 
son of Eernle and others, making 
thirty-five altogether, considerably In 
excess of the number that attended 
the last convention. 

The business of yesterday morning 
Included the appointment of commit- 
tees on various matters; one formed 
of Drs. Iiojdcn, Tunstall and Brydone- 
Jack to draft a resolution with regard 
to affiliation with the Canadian Medi- 
cal association. The question of the 
treatment of advanced cases of tu- 
berculosis was discussed and referred 
to a special committee. The papers 
submitted and discussed at the after- 
noon session were; "A Comparison of 
Post-Operatic Methods of Treatment," 
by Dr. R. V. Dolbey, and "Surgical 
Treatment of Mesenteric Tuberculos- 
is," by Dr. Ernest Hall. Other papers 
on the programme are: "The Physi- 
cian In Politics," by Hon. Dr. H, E. 
Young, provincial secretary; "Roene- 
gen Ray Treatment of Hodgklne Dis- 
ease," by Dr. H. Rundlo Nelson, Vic- 
toria; "Addison's Disease, Report of 
Case," by Dr. J S. Burris of Kam- 
loops; "Pernicious Anaemia, Report of 
Case,'" by Dr. D. B. 'Gillies, Vancou- 
ver, and papers by Dr. R. E. McKecb- 
nio. Vancouver and Dr. Glen Camp- 
bell, Vancouver. 

The address of. the president, Dr. R. 
L,. Eraser, last evening, was as fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen,— It is flrst my pleasing 
dutv to thank you for the high honor 
of being elected to the presidency "1 
the British Columbia Medical Associ- 
ation, an honor 1 did not expect, and 
feel I do not deserve. 

Being a hard working, general prac- 
titioner with no aspirations, Inclin- 
ation or time for medical politics or 
official cares,~l fear I am bur- poorly 
prepaid to p-crform adequately: the 
duties of president of a provincial so- 
ciety, and therefore crave your indul- 
gence for the many shortcomings you 
are sure to perceive. 

On behalf of our local medical so- 
ciety and the citizens of Victoria, I 
welcome all the members of the as- 
sociation and other visitors to our 
beautiful city. Victoria is a peculiar- 
ly appropriate place in which to hold 
our annual meeting. So many gath- 
erings of the kind have assembled 
here in recent years that Victoria has 
been aptly termed the convention city 
of Western Canada. In addition to 
being the capital of the province it 
was for vears the medical mecca or 
the Pacific northwest. The excellence 
of its hospitals, and the' eminence and 
Skill of its medical men attracted the 
sick and Injured from a very wide 
radius. May I bo pardoned it I am 
prowl of the fact that Victoria s hos- 
pitals and practitioners still draw pa- 
tients from a very large area. 

While the office of president confers 
great honors, it also imposes some 
verv Important duties, and not the 
least of these Is the preparation and 
reading of this address. Usually the 
selection of a subject is left to the

The history and 
progress of the medlca profession n 
British Columbia has been so fully 
and ably set forth in Hie addresses of 
several of my predecessors in this 
chair, that it would be Wearisome to 
inflict it upon you again; so a row 
words upon the present status ol he 
profession a S I see It will probably 

b Vith US an estimated population^ 
250 000 there are in the province 3»0 
registered practitioners or one medi- 
cal man to every 7 >f the popula- 
tion I do not know bow this pro- 
portion of medical men to population 
compares with that existing in the 
other provinces, no statistics being 
available. 

Wo are all as yet general practition- 
ers the province not h tving az far 
produced many specialists, but the 
standing of the average me Ileal man 
in British Columbia Is very high. In 
his ability to cope with the emergen- 
cies and difficulties of daily practice, 
I do not believe he has a peer in any 
other part of Canada. Undoubtedly 
the doctor who does the most good 
in the community Is the educated, ex- 
perienced and self-reliant general 
practitioner. 

Many reasons might be given for 
the superiority of the British Colum- 
bia doctor. With the most liberal re- 
gulations for registration In Canada, 
the standard of qualification is high. 
The major portion of medical men 
here are still young— not many over 
■10. A large majority of the profession 
live In towns and cities and are at- 
tached to well equipped hospitals. The 
government has been generous in its 
aid to hospitals throughout the pro- 
vince. Outlying districts are so re- 
mote and Isolated that men practicing 
In them develop a very helpful self- 
reliance. Another fact, attesting 
strongly the efficiency of the profes- 
sion, is' the absence of Irregular prac- 
titioners, fakirs and quacks, There 
are no homeopaths, osteopaths, nor ec- 
lectics and tho Dowleltes and Faith 
Healers have been starved out. 

Surely nothing can show so well tho 
confidence of tho public In the regular 
medical practitioner as the inability 
of charlatans of every description to 
make a living nmnng them. 

Now while 11 Is most satisfactory 
to bo nblo to give so good an account 
of the status of the profession, let us 
see whether there are any ways In 
which wo can add to our efficiency. 

We have been rather negligent in 
our interest In and attendance at the 
meetings of the local and provincial 



medical societies, and In our contribu- 
tions to the . medical journals of the, 
country. . Some of the medjeal, and 
more especially the surgical, work done 
hero is of the highest order, but 
through failure to report or publish 
it is lost to Mnodlcal readtw through- 
out the world. Bet'-us have more ar- 
ticles from British Columbia In tho 
journals. Though tho primary object 
of medical society meetings Is to dis- 
cuss and report sclentlllc subjects, I 
am doubtful if the social benefits of 
these meetings .. Is not really tho more 
valuable. Nothing smoothes away per- 
sonal and ■professional ■differences llko 
sitting among ones colleagues at such 
assemblies. Tho preparation of pa- 
pers, the reporting and presenting of 
cases, and the participation in dis- 
cussions Is llko going to school again, 
and is of the greatest benefit. ■ The 
eloquence and aggressiveness In de- 
bate, of our American medical friends 
Is largely acquired through their most 
commendable Interest in their numer- 
ous societies. Again, It is to be re- 
gretted that consultations are not re- 
sorted to as often as formerly. A 
recent writer has enumerated several 
benefits to be derived from a consulta- 
tion, viz., (1) to acquire more light on 
obscurities; (2) to share responsibil- 
ity, (3) to secure that personal up- 
lift that is often the sole saving 
agency. It Is surely not right for any 
of us to submit our patients to grave 
surgical procedures without the coun- 
sel and assistance of ono or more of 
our colleagues. That consultant is 
most helpful who Is the best general 
practitioner, who has the broadest 
grasp of the purposes, aims, and pos- 
sibilities of curing disease. 

I have not attempted a review of 
the progress of medicine during the 
year, or a reference to the many in- 
teresting subjects relating to our pro- 
fession which were prominently before 
the medical public. These you are 
all fully conversant with through tho 
various journals. 

I trust that this, the 8th annual 
meeting of our society will bo profes- 
sionally, scientifically and socially 
beneficial. Gentlemen, I thank you 
for your patient hearing. 

At this morning's session officers 
will be elected and other papers real, 
and for tlie afternoon the association 
has accepted the Invitation of Dr. A. 
T. Watt, superintendent of quaran- 
tine, to pay a visit to tho Dominion 
government quarantine station tit Wil- 
liams Head. The members of the as- 
sociation will be conveyed to the sta- 
tion by the government steamer 
Madge, and luncheon will be served In 
the grounds. All members of tho 
association and their friends arc cor- 
dially invited. 



DEFENDS POLICE!! 



Refutes Aspersions On Their 
Characters- Mr. Moore Wins 
Automobile Case 



' Because of their position policemen 
are a mark for all manner of petty 
aspersions. A policeman is onlv hu- 
man, yet I will not- believe that a po- 
liceman cannot bo 1 conscientious, In 
this case the officers appear to have 
done their duty In a most conscien- 
tious manner. Their conduct I con- 
sider has been anything but Inconsls- 
ten with the actions of straightfor- 
ward honest men." 

So spoke Magistrate Mall in giving 
judgment in the case of Fred Moore, 
accused of having exceeded the auto- 
mobile speed limit of tifteen miles an 
hour on the road to Goldstream. The 
actions of the constables In the case 
who had done the timing had been 
criticized by counsel and the magis- 
trate took advantage of the opportun- 
ity afforded him while giving judg- 
ment to say a few words In praise of 
the provincial and city police depart- 
ments. 

The charge against Mr. Moore was 
dismissed. The case for the prose- 
cution rested, according to the ma- 
gistrate, on the reliability of the 
watch with which the timing had 
been done, and this hail been pro- 
nounced by an expert as a most un- 
reliable watch. Pnder the circum- 
stances hin worship said that he had 
no other alternative but to dismiss the 
case. 

When the cases opened Chris Wen- 
gers, the jeweler, was put on the 
stand. He had been called by the 
magistrate with the consent of coun- 
sel to testify us to the condition of the 
watch. He said that he had exam- 
ined and test< d Hi" watch and found 
that it was not in condition to keep 
accurate lime. The split second hand 
was in such shape that the slightest 
jar when it was running would cause 
It to jump cither backwards or for- 
wards from ten to fifteen seconds. It 
lost a second in starting and kept on 
losing with Varyllng speed. Tests 
were made in court and I lie watch 
was shown to hi altogether unlit for 
keeping time. 

H. ]). Helmcken, K. < '., who prose- 
cuted, quoted authorities from Eng- 
lish law and made a lengthy argu- 
ment but without avail. G. II. Barn- 
ard looked after the interests of .Mr. 
Moore. 

There are still three cases of the 
kind pending. They were all set for 
vesterday, but Were postponed to 
await the outcome of the Moore case. 
R Woods and D. Hammond will come 
up for trial on Monday and .!. Ander- 
son on Wednesday next. 



FULL COURT REFUSES 



Request for Order to. Magistrate 
to Grant Reserve Case 
Fruitless 



The supreme court sitting in banc 
rofused the application of .J. A. Alk- 
man yesterday for an order directing 
Magistrate Hall to reservo the case 
of Peter Hansen, accused of stealing 
$1.50 from tho Royal Arms restaur- 
ant. The decision of the court was 
not unanimous. Mr. Justice Irving 
and Mr. Justice Clement concurred In 
it, but Chief Justice Hunter dissented. 
After tho case had been decided .Mr. 
Alkman announced that he would 
again apply for a writ of habeas 
corpus. 

Deputy Attorney-General McLean 
and W. S. Moresby represented tho 
crown, and opposed Mr. Alkman's ap- 
plication. Mr. Alkman applied to 
Magistrate Hall on July 12 for tho 
case lu be reserved on the grounds 
that no evidence had been adduced in 
the trial of Hansen to show that tho 
money which he was alleged to have 
stolen had been stolen, that it had 
ever been in the restaurant till, or that 
it had not been taken by some other 
person. Tho magistrate had refused 
the application, staling that, although 
there was no evidence in the steno- 
grapher's records to show that Han- 
sen stole the money, that such evi- 
dence hud been given nnd left out un- 
intentionally by the stenographer. Mr. 
Alkman claimed that there was abso- 
lutely no evidence to» prove that Han- 
sen was In any way connected with the 
theft, even If It could be proven that 
a theft bad been committed. He read 
extracts from the testimony taken at 
tne trial, pointing out that there were 
discrepancies in the various statements 
made by the witnesses. Moreover, from 
these statements, there was no evi- 
dence to show that the money had 
been identified as the Chinaman who 
referred to the amount of money which 
had been left in the till had made con- 
flicting statements and had not given 
a description which tallied with the 
money found on Hansen's person. Mr. 
Alkman submitted that upon tho evi- 
dence offered for the prosecution, the 
magistrate should have dismissed the 
case. 

Chief Justice Hunter agreed with Mr. 
Alkman. Be said that the whole of 
tho evidence taken at the trial was 
consistent with innocence on the part 
of Hansen. There was not, In Ills 
opinion, sufficient evidence, if any, of 
guilt to support a conviction. He 
pointed out that during the ten min- 
utes Joe Jim was away tho proprietor 
of the restaurant, Chow Jong, who was 
not even produced in court, might have 
entered the restaurant by usin- a key 
and taken the money out. Moreover, 
in regard to the amount of money, the 
prisoner was alleged to have taken 
four dollars which Joe Jim said was 
made up of notes, two sliver dollars 
and dimes. The money found on Han- 
sen did not correspond with that de- 
scribed. Joe Jim had also, later in tho 
trial, admitted that he knew there was 
two doLlars Jh tho till for change and 
had guessed .the amount received for 
meals during the night. Both state- 
ments were Inconsistent. 

Mr. McLean and Mr. Alkman argued 
at considerable length when the chief 
tustice said that, In tho Interests of 
common justice, ho thought an order 
should be made to have the magis- 
trate reserve the case. He referred 
to the many discrepancies in the epl- 
dence, and again drew attention to his 
contention that. In a criminal ' case, 
especially, there must be reliable evi- 
dence Inconsistent with Innocence on 
the part of tho accused before a con- 
viction should be made. It was almost 
startling in say that criminal cases 
could be decided upon probabilities of 
guilt. 

Mr. Justice Irving believed there was 
sufficient evidence of guilt to support 
the magistrate's decision and he would 
therefore dismiss the application. Mr 
Justice Clements saw things in the 
same light with Mr. Justice Irving nnd 
the application was therefore refused 
by tho court.

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STATE-BUILT ENGINES 
FOR NEW SOUTH WALES 



Railway Commissioners Decide 
to Erect Their Own Loco- 
motive Works 



It will come as a surprise to the pub- 
lic, ' says the Sidney Daily Mail, to 
learn that the railway commissioners 
are Installng at Eveleigh workshops a 
locomotive bull-ling plant, and as- a 
start have decided to build ten engltiea 
for the Now South Wales; railways. 

For years past the locomotive ques- 
tion lias been one of the most diffi- 
cult with which the commissioners 
have had to deal. They have wanted 
engines for speedy delivery, and at 
times when it was impossible to obtain 
them. One of the greatest drawbacks 
has been the delay which the English 
and American contracts have occa- 
sioned by reason of distance. Plans, 
conditions and everything had to be 
sent home, and it took weeks to do so. 
In fact. In the Baldwin workshops of 
America they have turned out the en- 
gines in the time that it toolc to accept 
the contract and forward plans, speci- 
fications, and documents to and from 
Sydney. Then again, the conditions 
are such that It is impossible to fore- 
cast actual requirements, which a bis 
largely to the difficulty of the situa- 
tion. 

From the chief commissioner down 
to the newest apprentice there is ab- 
solute unanimity as to the desirability 
of carrying out the work In the state 
shops. That Is, if experience proves 
that this is practicable, and from a 
financial point of view advisable. As 
far as the officers and the men ore 
concerned, who are directly connected 
with the loco, shops, they are convinc- 
ed that with the most up-to-date ma- 
chinery that Is being installed In the 
new workshops, they will be able to 
manufacture locomotives more expedi- 
tiously and from the public standpoint 
more profitably than any private es- 
tablishment in Australia. 

Two years ago, Mr. Harry Howe, the 
works manager at Eveleigh, who has 
grown up with the locomotive work 
of the railways, was sent to America 
to superintend the erection of the :!() 
Baldwin engines, which are now satis- 
factorily running on the N.S.W. rail- 
roads, and which were made from 
special specifications prepared in Swl- 
ney. Mr. Howe, who is an alert and 
experienced officer, came back with his 
Ideas confirmed that the Eveleigh 
workshops were the proper establish- 
ment from which the state should draw- 
its engines. 

At considerable expense those whops 
have been fitted with every appliance 
for carrying on a complete and expedi- 
tious system of repairs work. New 
boilers arc also being turned nut at 
the present time, and with the new 
adventure the whole locomotive itself 
will, it Is asserted, be manufactured 
to the general satisfaction of al! con- 
cerned. 

Some years ago the railway com- 
missioners thought it Impracticable to 
utilize Eveleigh workshops for the pur- 
pose. They pointed out that if the 
state ventured upon this Important 
enterprise the seat of manufacture 
would have to be transferred to the 
extensive tract of railway-owned land 
at Clyde. This was one of the diffi- 
culties which confronted ministers nf 
the day in dealing with the matter. 
The expense of transference would al- 
most have been prohibitive, as tile 
Eveleigh workshops would have be- 
come so much waste property. How- 
ever, the men who to-day are engaged 
at Eveleigh are convinced that these 
workshops after all occupy the most 
suitable site. They are well arranged 
and fully equipped with the latest and 
best class of machinery. They are 
handy in every way to. headquarters 
and to tile city, and with the extension 
of the work would come an extension 
of the area by the resumption of ad- 
ditional land. The late Mr. Eddy 
during ills administration of railway 
affairs foresaw the necessity of re- 
sumption, but the state of the public 
finances nf that -.late appears to have 
scared ministers. 

However, the Eveleigh workshops 
have now been finally decided upon, 
with tile concurrence of the govern-

ment, and the general belief Is that 
once a start has been made, the work 
of engine-building at this well-known 
centre will develop Into something big. 
The Scheme. 

The scheme that is to lie immediately 
started provides for the manufacture 
of 10 locomotives of the P. class. This 
is the large-sized passenger engine 
such as is used on the Melbourne ex- 
press and oher fast trains where steep 
grades have to be contended with. 

The Clyde Engineering company are 
turning out a number of the goods with 
T class engines for heavy haulage pur- 
poses. Two are already on the road, 
and have given satisfaction. Put the 
immediate necessity for engines became 
so gnat that recently the commission- 
ers entered into a contract with Messrs. 
Beyer <& Peacock an English firm, 
to supply 50 engines. This firm offered 
the best terms, and the lowest price. 
On the last occasion that ■ a contract 
was entered Into the Baldwin company 
of America were $r>00 per engine below 
Beyer & Peacock, but the specifications 
were so stiff that they lost money over 
the work. This time they were higher 
than the English firms. 

It is supposed to first of all set down 
for either four or eight engines at Eve- 
leigh. The work will be started as soon 
as the erecting shop which is now well 
advanced In building, lias been com- 
pleted. This shop will be ISO feet long 
by 110 feet wide, and is situated on the 
Sydney side of the 1 ti repairing shops, 
eacli of which are .100 feet long and 50 
feet wide. In addition to tills, there 
is another erecting shop recently built, 
which is 600 feet long by 110 'feet in 
width. Adjoining it is the foundry. 
.'SiiO feet long and 50 feet in wldh, and 
tin- spring and steam hammer shop, 
300 feet long by 70 feet wide. 

In order to give the undertaking of 
englne-bulldlng a fair and honest trial, 
the authorities have decided to keep 
the whole movement separate from the 
remainder of the work carried out at 
this centre. At the present time work 
or repairs, etc., is in full swing at Eve- 
leigh. Indeed. It has never been busier, 
ami some of the men have had to work 
overtime. But a special staff of the 
most experienced engine builders 
that can be got together will be em- 
ployed on the new work, and the ex- 
act cost of everything will be noted 
and kept in a separate set of books. 
However, at first the number of men 
employed will be comparatively few, 
as it takes some time to get into 
swing. Already the roor is going on 
the building, the necessary machin- 
ery Is being landed on the ground, and 
everybody on the works is confident, 
that engine-building at Eveleigh, once 

Infod d, will become one of the per- 

anment and staple enterprises of the 
government .

Chief Justice Hunter yesterday af- 
ternoon handed down the Judgment of 
the full court on the appeal from a 
judgment of Mr. Justice Irving in the 
matter of the validity of Liquor Li- 
cense Regulation by-law, 11107, recent- 
ly nassed by the council. As will be 
seen from a perusal of the judgment, 
the full text of which Is given below, 
clause 1 is held to bo invalid in so far 
as it applies tu hotels its opposed to 
saloons, and also so far as it requires 
the closing of saloons outside of the 
hours between sunset and sunrise on 
week days and during the day on 
Christmas day. 

The clause forbidding the sale of 
liquor to females Is upheld so far as 
liquor consumed on the premises is 
concerned, which was the object of the 
clause, but women may purchase liq- 
uor and carry it away to be consumed 
elsewhere. 

Tlie chief justice also points out how 
tile by-law could be amended in or- 
der to accomplish the wishes of the 
council in respect to saloons. 

The full text of the judgment is: 
"Re Maloney and the City of Victoria: 

Judgment of Hunter, C. J. 

"Appeal from a judgment of my 
brother, Irving, refusing to quash the 
Liquor License Regulation by-law, 
11107, recently passed by the corpora- 
tion of the city of Victoria. 

"The by-law was impugned on a 
considerable number of grounds both 
below and here, but 1 xvM'% deal only 
with these which require to be noticed. 

"Clause 3 of the by-law provides as 
follows: 

"•Upon Information had of the in- 
fraction of any of the regulations here- 
in contained by any holder of a retail 



prohibition is understood to ha con- 
flr.od to the supplying of liquor to fe- 
males to be drunk on the premises, I 
think it may be supported under sub- 
section 91 of section 50 (the prevention 
of vice clause); but if It purported to 
prevent the purchase of liquor by wo- 
men to bo taken away from the pre- 
mises, then 1 think It would be ultra 
vires. X think, however, that it Is in- 
tended to apply only to the case of fe- 
males consuming liquor on the pre- 
mises, and therefore that it Is intra 
vires. 

"Clause 7, which orders the closing 
of saloons during certain hours was 
also impeached. 

"The only portion of the act which 
in terms deals with closing licensed 
promises is sub-section 122 of section 
50, which empowers the "ordering and 
enforcing the closing of saloons dur- 
ing such hours of the night and on 
Sundays as may be thought expedi- 
ent. It is obvious that this does not 
empower the closing of hotel bar- 
rooms at any time, or the closing of 
saloons during any other hours or 
days thun those specified, but It was 
argued that the more general provi- 
sions of the act empowering the re- 
gulation of licenses supplied the need- 
ed authority. If that were so, thero 
would have been no need for sub- 
section 1-2 at all, but I think It can- 
not be denied that when the legisla- 
ture enacted sub- section 122 the sub- 
ject nf closing especially engaged ils 
attention, and that it advisedly ab- 
stained from extending the power to 
hotel barrooms and closing saloons at 
other hours. It would have been easy 
to insert "and hotel barrooms" after 
"saloons," and "and holidays" after 
."Sundays," and ,to have said "such 
hours" instead of restricting it to 
"such hours of the night" If such was 
the intention; and as stated In Hayes 
v. Thompson, !) B. C, at 253: 

" 'There are obviously good reasons 
for keeping saloons closed during Sun- 
days, and the late hours of the night, 
which do not necessarily apply to 
hotels, as the hotel Is the home or the 
house of tlie guest while he stops 
there, and he may hi; In tlie barroom 
during such hours for perfectly legiti- 
mate social purposes, or with a view 
to his own comfort anil convenience.' 

".And I might add, to order the clos- 
ing of barrooms would in the case of 
some hotels where the barroom Is the 
only available sitting room, very seri- 
ously Incommode both the proprietor 
and his guests. A power to regulate 
the sale of liquor may lie derived na- 
turally and easily from a general au- 
thority to regulate liquor licenses, but 
a power to order private buildings to 
be closed, either in whole or In part, 
is a power of very drastic character, 
Importing a power to interfere with 
the private use and enjoyment nf pro- | 
perty, and Is not. 1 think, to be In- ' 
ferred from the use of general langu- 
age wdicn in tlie same act there is a

hours, and not to the closing of tho 
premises, and the only enactment em- 
powering the closing of the premises 
Is sub-section \22 of section 50 of tho 
municipal act, and if this is kept in 
mind there ought to be no difficulty 
In framing a by-law that will, In 
these matters at any rate, be within 
the limits of the powers conferred. 
With tho question of the policy or 
expediency of any particular provis- 
ion the court litis, of course, nothing 
to do. 

"Other points were suggested rather 
than argued, hut Mr. Hlggins was not 
concerned to argue them in the inter- 
ests of his client It is unnecessary to 
discuss them. 

"As both parties succeed In part 
and fall in part, there ought to be no 
costs either here or below."

GERMAN ART IN AMERICA 

Professor Franke Says Modern Works 
Are Practically Unknown. 

Berlin, July 111— Professor uno 
Francke, of Harvard university, eon- 
tributes an article to the Interatlonale 
Wochcnschrift, of Berlin, on the atti- 
tude of America toward German art. 
While the American scholars are full 
of admiration for Germany's scientific 
achievements, Germany, says Profes- 
sor Francke, Is without Influence on 
the artistic development of America, 
except in tlie special fields of music. 
Even educated German-Americans are 
Ignorant of the works of the leading 
German painters and sculptors. 

(Jf modern German dramatic works 
only Sudermann's "Magda" and "The 
Joy of Life" have had success on the 
stage, he says, and all attempts to In- 
troduce the modern German drama on 
tlie American stage have been prac- 
tically failures. n is hardly sus- 
pected in America that there is a fe- 
verish activity In the literary and art 
life of tlie Germany of today, or that 
Germany is striving to lake tlie lead- 
ing position In this respect among 
European nations. 

Professor Francke concludes that 
one case of this ignorance Is that 
teaching modern German literature at 
the American universities and colleges 
Is inadequate, being often given by 
men who do not know their subject 
fully. The attempt to show Ameri- 
cans a connected history of the de- 
velopment of German sculpture and 
architecture through the Germanic 
museum of Harvard university has 
not -yet been successful owing to lack 
of a suitable building , 



LONDON'S COLD SUMMER 

Stories of Loss — Newspapers Have 
Scare Headlines. 

"London," remarks an evening pa- 
per, "has suffered huge losses through 
the Arctic summer." A big headline 
across two columns estimates the loss 
of London to be .£ 1,000,000. Lightning 
calculators have been all around Lon- 
don gathering in tales of commercial 
woe, and the results are presented to 
the public in terms of ,C s. d. The 
whole world of business, from motors 
to straw hats, from garden hose to 
electric fans, has the same' story to 
tell; nobody is buying anything. Peo- 
ple will neither shave nor shampoo, 
nobody is thirsty, nobody is hungry. 
"The pocket picking industry," we 
read, "lias not been so slack for many 
years; crime goes up with the ther- 
mometer." 

And so the strange conclusion is 
reached that because Londoners are 
temporarily keeping their money in 
their pockets they are losing it. 
•C100.00O of that ■Most" million Is men- 
tioned as "a very moderate estimate 
of tlie falllng-off in London publi- 
cans' receipts this year." Anyone 
may sympathize with the personal 
losses of a friend, hut we should say 
that that £100,000 has hardly been 
lost to London simply because it has 
not found its way into tlie tills of Lon- 
don publicans. 

This idea of a public loss reminds 
us of the "Graduate of an English 
University" who once wrote to The 
Times, saying: 

Sir,— Tile amount of coal that litis 
been dug out < > f the earth must be 
now so considerable as to make an 
appreciable diminution in the weight 
of our globe. Is It conceivable that 
in time this might interfere with the 
working of the solar system'.' The I 
only addition to the weight of the 
earth is by increase of population, and 
is Infltnltoslmal. 

So many university men tro Into 
journalism now that it Is quite likely 
that that graduate Is on the staff of 
our calculating contemporary. — Lon- 
don Dally Express. 

GIVES UP $1,000 A WEEK 

Popular New York Artist Broken 
Down in Health 

New Yorlc, July .10 — Howard Chand- 
ler Christy, creator of America's most 
exquisite type of feminine loveliness, 
Is paying the penalty for befng too 
popular. Broken In health and nerves, 
tho young artist has laid aside brush 
and palette and within a few days 
will go into seclusion for six months 
or a year. While magazine and book 
readers look in vain for his fair wo- 
men and handsome men, Mr. Christy 
will be sequestered in Morgan county, 
Ohio, where he was born thirty-four 
years ago. incidentally, Mr. Christy 
will he carelessly flinging aside about 
$1,000 a week.

"This was assailed on the ground 
that it was not competent to enact a 
law requiring a license holder to make 
an application for renewal before its 
expiry on the ground that a complaint 
had been made against him for in- 
fringing the regulations, in other 
words, that ho had a vested interest 
In the license until the time came for 
renewal, and that It was. only on an 
application for renewal that he could 
be deprived of the license. It Is un- 
necessary to say more on this point 
than thai sub-section 00 of section 
HOTi of tlie act of 1900 seems clearly to 
authorize the regulation *.i question. 

"Clause r> is clearly a clause regu- 
lating the character of the premises In 
Which liquor may bo sold, and may be 
supported under sub-section 100 of 
section 50 of tile act, 

"Clause d was attacked so far as If 
prohibits female customers. If the 



clause specially dealing with such a 
power. 

"There is, however, the circumstance 
not to be overlooked that no unmis- 
takable change in the law on this sub- 
ject lias been made since tin.; decision 
of Hayes vs. Thompson, which took 
place in 1»02. 

"I think, therefore, that clause 7 is 
invalid so far as it requires the clos- 
ing of saloons outside of the. hours 
between sunset and sunrise on week 
days and during the day on Christmas 
day and so far as it applies to hotels. 

"Clause is, I think, within the 
scope of the authority conferred by 
section 1100. 

"So far as concerns clause 13, It is, 
of course, Invalid so far as it purports 
to enforce tlie invalid portions of 
clause 7, and it would, also be invalid 
pro tanto If If purported to penalize 
t ho sale or the disposal of liquor dur- 
ing prohibited hours, which is ex- 
pressly provided for by sub-section 1 
of action 7 of the Liquor Traffic Re- 
gulation act, but I do not gather that 
this was the Intention. 

"The position, In short, Is (as ex- 
plained In Hayes vs. Thompson) that 
section 7 of the regulation act Is an 
enactment relating to the sale or other 
disposal of liquor during prohibited

SOUTH AFRICANS BEATEN

Eleven by 84 Runs 

The latest news of English cricket 
gives some interesting details. The 
South Africans after putting up such 
a great fight against England in the 
test match had to acknowledge their 
first defeat, Surrey being the team to 
have the honor.

ROSSLAND WAS ISOLATED 

Electrical Storm Den-vValized Wires of 
all Sorts 

The electrical storm of yesterday 
put the telegraph, the power and the 
telephone lines out of business, says 
the Rossland Miner of Tuesday. About 
;i:.'IO p. m. lightning struck the wires 
of the West Kootenay Power and 
Light company, put the lights out and 
shut off the power by melting the 
fuses and generally disarranging mat- 
ters in the sub-station. In a few- 
hours the damage was repaired and 
the lights were again burning bright- 
ly and the motors in motion. At 
about the same time the power lines 
were affected the telgraph lines were 
put out of working order by a bolt 
ol lightning between Castlegar and Ibis 
city.

Several 
of the local telephones and the long 
distance wires to Nelson, Spokane, and 
the boundary were knocked out by 
the lightning and remained In that 
condition during the night. It Is a 
long time since Rossland lias been so 
completely cut off by wire from the 
outside world.

It is 
well known that several sets of plans 
have been prepared for a new fast 
passenger steamer which Is to excel 
the splendid Princess Victoria even 
in speed and general equipment Ono 
ot the sets ol plans provides for a 
turbine st, .amor, the others for recip- 
rocating engines as the motive power, 
■these plans have been under discus- 
sion for some time and have been 
discussed lor some months without a 
decision being reached. It was 
thought when Mr. Piers went tn Eng- 
Juiid, taking the plans with him, as 
well as those for new Empresses, 
that an announcement would havo 
been made on his return to .Montreal 
recently as lo the proposed early con- 
struction of the new passenger liner 
lor the. Joe.il trader • • 

It is understood that the main ob- 
ject of ('apt. Troup's trip to Montre- 
al is to discuss tile proposed new ves- 
sel. The original plans provided for 
a steamer longer than the Princess 
Victoria and with six feet more beam. 
In addition to the superb arrange- 
ments of the Victoria, such as obser- 
vation rooms, saloons, etc., the new 
vessel is to be. provided also with a 
restaurant where in addition to the 
dining saloon where table d'hote meals 
will be served, a restaurant will be 
operated at all times where the trav- 
eler can order a la carte from light 
refreshments to a dinner. 

The travel between . Victoria and 
Vancouver and between this port and 
Seattle has grown so rapidly and Is 
still growing at such a great rate, 
that another fast ferry steamer is a. 
necessity. By the time the new stea- 
mer Is ready, and it is not expected 
that she can be procured for service 
before the spring of 1U09, there will, 
it is predicted, be ample travel for 
both the Princess Victoria and this 
new Princess witli the vessels operat- 
ed on an alternate schedule. 

How great a necessity this new 
Princess Is to the Improvement of the 
C. P. It local service is apparent to 
those who have kept statistics of the 
passenger travel. Those who look to 
the future say the time is coming, and 
It is not long hence, when further ves- 
sels will be- required. 

It is considered by no means Im- 
probable thai turbine engines will be 
selected for the lew steamer, this 
means of propulsion having been 
shown to bo of great advantage to fast 
passenger steamers for short runs on 
the Clyde.

Pandemonium reigned for several min- 
utes, and mm! efforts were being mttdo 
to unship the lifeboats, when Captain 
Daniels and Chief Engineer James \V. 
Hare appeared. Some of the second 
class passengers were lilic mad beasts, 
and had to be beaten back from the 
boats. Officers were assaulted, and 
but for the timely arrival of reinforce- 
ments from the crew, the panic might 
have resulted fatally. 

Tho fear-stricken passengers were 
finally driven below decks, where they 
were assured there was no danger. 

A day or so later one of the second 
class passengers took a razor and cut 
his throat and both wrists. Fortunate- 
ly lie did not sever an artery, and I mi 
medical men among the passengers 
attended tn his Injuries. The man was 
a raving manaic, and tried to kill sev- 
eral passengers, even after he was 
pinioned.

Tramp Steamer Tonnage' Headed This 
Way Will Carry. Grain. 

Charters of sailing vessels, to load 
grain at North Pacific porta this sea- 
son are expected to bo few. Tho ton- 
nage coming this way !s much more 
than sufficient to lake care of both 
grain and lumber exports from tho en- 
tiro coast, and. there is little hope of 
rates being any better than they nro 
at present, while the consensus of op- 
inion Is that a further decline may be 
expected. Tramp steamer tonnage 
distort this -way is unusua/lly heavy, 
owing to the groat demand for coal, 
and this class of vessel will probably 
be forced Into the grain trade in order 
to get outward cargo. The result will 
not bo favorable to the sailing vessel. 

During the coming winter there is a 
strong probability of a great coal 
shortage. Some seventy vessels are al- 
ready under charter to bring coal up 
here from Newcastle, while ten are 
already listed to Portland and ono to 
tho Sound. In addition the govern- 
ment has several foreign steamers un- 
der charter to load coal at Atlantic 
ports for here and the Sound, and 
four large sailers for Honolulu. Tho 
northern mines show no sign of im- 
proving their output, which Is prac- 
tically tho only hope of preventing a 
serious shortage. 

Lumber chartering this week has 
ruled quiet. U. K. or Continent front 
tho Sound or British Columbia has 
been done at f>2s 6d, Port Pirie from 
British Columbia at 36s 3d. The 
Strathnvan, which has sailed for Ma- 
nila with hay, got a rate of .Cfi.2il0.

PONDO EXPECTED. 

Will Take Large Shipmont of Oats to 
Zealand on Next Trip. 

Tito steamer Pondo, which left Hono- 
lulu on Monday, July 32, is due from 
Now Zealand and Australia via Suva 
and Honolulu, bringing a full cargo 
of general freight. ' included in tho 
cargo of the Canadian-New Zealand 
liner Is a shipment of 500 tons of raw 
sugar from Queensland for tho British 
Columbia sugar refinery at Vancouver. 

More Alberta oats are to be shipped 
to New Zealand, whore tho drought 
ruined the usually bountiful oat crops, 
when tho Pondo stills on her return 
voyage. The Brackman-Ker Milling 
company will ship four hundred tons 
of oats to New Zoalund on the Pondo 
on her next voyage. Were space on 
tho Pondo available, fully 1,000 tons of 
oats would bo shipped on her, but 
bookings havo been extremely heavy, 
and the steamer will not be able to 
accept all the business offering.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN'S LETTER. 

Life Well Spent if Closer Union With 
Colonies is Secured. 

Tho principal of Birmingham uni- 
versity has received the following let- 
ter from. Mr. Chamberlain in reply to 
a letter of welcome which .Sir Oliver. 
Lodge addressed to him on his return 
to Highbury, after his Stay In the 
south of France: 
My Dear Principal,— 

Thanks for your note of welcome. 

It has been a great disappointment 
to me to bo kept away from the usual 
meeting of the Council of the Univers- 
ity, but I am getting better, although 
recovery is very slow. 

I have followed the political situa- 
tion with groat interest, and have 
been surprised and encouraged to find 
how much progress has been made In 
my enforced absence from public 
work. 

I think people generally have been 
induced by the recent conferences to 
see what 1 have long seen — the neces- 
sity of drawing closer to the Colonies 
unless we would drift apart, and pro- 
bably by the nevxt conference, In 1011, 
they will bo prepared to make, what- 
ever sacrifice is necessary in order 
that tho British Empire may be In 
fact what it has been for so long in 
theory. 

That closer union will make for our 
common 'prosperity and for the peace 
of the world is my firm conviction, 
an I -shall think my life well spent If 

1 can see that my anxiety in this re- 
spect is' shared by the majority of my 
fellow-countrymen. 

With all good wishes and renewed 
thanks, I am, yours very truly.

Giving Away Young Trees. - 
(From Arboriculture.) 
About ten years ago I was in Vir-" 
glnla during the apple gathering sea- 
son. Barrels were scarce In the re- 
gion, every cooper shop and every 
cooper was working day and night Lo 
supply, the. demand for barrels, while 
they wore scouring tho. mountains for 
hickory poles with which tn make 
hoops. Nearly all these barrels were 
tlicn hooped with hickory poles. Coin- 
mission men buying apples sent to 
other states and barrels were hurried 
Into the apple region In vast num- 
bers. I saw an entire train of forty 
cars arrive upon one occasion which 
was entirely laden with hickory hoop- 
ed slack barrels — three hundred and 
twenty barrels to each car, and ten 
hoops' on every barrel. Here at ono 
time were seen 12,800 barrels, for 
which there had been saerillceil (14,000 
time these trees would have been cap- 
living hickory trees, la a few years' 
able of supplying 25,000,000 carriage 
spokes, the price' of which now, $35 a 
thousand, would realize $875,000.' The 
tanners Who permitted this sacrilege 
of cutting out the young hickory 
Which had made rapid strides toward 
salable lumber trees received for this 
tralnload of their trees less than four 
hundred dollars.

As We Wore. 

Sir— Now that the appeal of the city 
hi the Esquimau water works case has 
been finally decided and we lind our- 
selves In the same position we were hi 
in 1S92, fifteen years ago, when an act 
was passed containing a provision giv- 
ing the city an option of taking at 
what appears to me a fair price all the 
water they want, after giving fifteen 
months' notice; by which time I pre- 
sume arrangements could be made for 
its delivery, would It not be well to at 
once endeavor to come to terms \yith 
the Esquimau Water company before 
engaging experts and making more air 
dermanlc excursions to various points 
tho island, when it is thought a 
supply of water superior to Coldstream 
might be obtained. Have' we not had 
enough of this junketing and wasting 
valuable time? llow many fifteen 
months have passed since this option 
was open, and what a lovely city we 
might have had to exhibit to the 
crowds of visitors who have been in- 
duced to come here had a little com- 
mon sense and judgment been used. 

It should bring a blush of shame to 
those who year after year through 
spite, jealousy, ignorance and greed 
huvo to exhibit Victoria to the numer- 
ous tourists who have been induced to 
come here a dried-np, dirty, dusty 
U wn. Surely there should bo infor- 
mation on hand after all these years 
of examination, reports, etc., to deter- 
mine whether a. sufficient supply of 
water can be delivered to tho city by 
gravitation from Goldstroam, giving a 
head sufficient for lire and all other 
purposes without going to the expense 
at any rate, for the present, ot" build 
lug reservoirs, then for heaven's sak 
come down to business and let us have 
water and plenty of it in fifteen 
months. 

I have no Interest in Esquimau or 
any other water works, but 1 have bail 
an experience with the citizens of Vic 
torla watching year after year the tin 
business-like attempts of endeavoring 
to solve this question, and for some 
reason or other the attempt to deprive 
rightful owners of their property. This 
has now been settled and the littl 
Scheme of enriching one corporation at 
the expense of another frustrated- 1 am 
for Coldstream water, for the reason 
that It is simple hydraulic proposition 
arid does not require any expert ad 
vice or expense hi that direction cans 
ing delay. Second, that we are assur- 
ed that there is plenty of the best of 
water. Third, that Elk lake system 
need not be disturbed except in tho 
matter of distribution, which has to be 
improved in any event, nnd will be re- 
quired for surburban districts hi the 
near future, where Coldstream water 
could not reach. 

I believe If the citizens insist, and 
tho Esqulnialt Waterworks company 
am reasonable, wo can have an abun- 
dance of gooil water for all purposes 
in fifteen months, whether we buy the 
water or purchase their franchise does 
not much matter, what we want is 
water, but personally I would rather 
sec tho city own the franchise. Now 
is the- time for the citizens of Vic- 
toria to take the bit in their teeth and 
compel those whoso duty It Is to handle 
this Important and pressing business 
on business lines and that quickly.

REIGN OF TERROR IN RUSSIA 

Victims Killed in Droves — Prisoners 
Condemned For Stealing Fivo 
Dollars. 

St. Petersburg. July 24. — Seventy- 
two hours between indictment and ex- 
ecution Is the first fi'uit of the new 
mode of military procedure, which 
has inaugurated a legal reign of terror 
throughout the empire. Suspects -are 
being hurried to their death by droves 
and the notorious reign of the drum- 
head courts-martial, which were abol- 
ished by the late Douinu, is being out- 
done in vicious 'retaliation. 

The sudden Increase. In executions 
under the new rules has exceeded all 
records. At Kiev, yesterday, five mu- 
tinous sappers were executed, and to- 
day another sapper was sentenced- to 
death. ••Three peasants have been ex- 
ecuted at Moscow, another at War- 
saw, and at Yekaterlnoslav three 
workmen have , boon put to death 
under decisions . handed down by 
these new courts, i| 

These victims are given the briefest 
kind of a hcarlng-^a hearing that is 
not fcS complete as that vouchsafed 
a minor of fonder brought Into an 
American police court. Yet on the 
facts developed at this hearing, the 
suspect Is hurriedly judged, sentence 
passed, and scarcely before he knows 
what he Is charged with, he Is on 
his way to the place of execution. 

For the most trifling offences, com- 
paratively, men are condemned. At 
Riga, a young man named Danhe. 
for the theft of five dollars, was sen- 
tenced to death, and two girls accom- 
plices, aged twelve, and twenty years, 
for life. Also at Riga a man named 
Borland went into a clothing store, se- 
lected an overcoat and then started 
respectively, wore exiled to hard labor 
for the door without having paid for 
it. When asked to settle his bill he 
drew a revolver, covered the clerk 
and succeeded in getting away. Later 
he was apprehended and sentenced to 
death. 

These rigorous measures of repres- 
sion have created a panic which, far 
from insuring the conditions among 
the discontented for which they are 
designed, are driving to a white heat 
the anger of the victims. The petty 
offenders are suffering, but tho plots 
against the government go on and it 
is everywhere predicted that the Ter- 
rorists will strike back shortly In a 
manner calculated to match Hie ter- 
rors of the new laws. 

The innovations under which the 
common people are being driven to 
their deaths like sheep shorten the en- 
tire course of the inquest and a trial 
of a suspect, and the seventy-two 
hours allowed between Indictment and 
execution Include the appeal of the 
prisoner to the military court 1 of cas- 
sation and the decision of this court. 
When It is remembered that tho for- 
mer regulations allowed only a fort- 
night for all of these formalities, the 
iron grip with which. tlie reactionaries 
have taken hold "of affairs will be ap- 
preciated. 

These military courts now puss sen- 
tence upon accused persons without 
waiting fo.r the testimony of witnesses, 
however vital, though they may be de- 
tained for reasons entirely beyond 
their control; and they enjoy Juris — 
diction over a wider area than ever 
the drum -head courts-martial did, 
which only operated In' the provinces 
that had been placed under u state 
of extraordinary defence. 

Practically till Of Russia is now ad- 
judged to be In a state of extraordin- 
ary defence with the government,'* 
hand turned against everyone. All 
persons placed under arrest are ad- 
judged guilty until proven innocent, 
and the possibility of proving Inno- 
cence has been reduced to a nullity.

INCENDIARY SPEECH 
BY STRIKE LEADER 



Petriella Urges the Iron Range 
Miners to Arm Themselves 
and Fight 



j Superior, Wis., Aug. 1.— Anouez ore 
docks resumed work this morning with 
sufficient crews to 'begin loaning cars. 
As a result the road Is putting tram 
crews on again. Two thousand cars 
of ore are standing in the yards back 
of AHotiez, and these will be moved 
down as fast as docks are cleared 

Duluth, Minn., Aug. 1.— Quiet reigns 
to-day In both the range towns and 
Duluth and work has boon resumed, 
but in the background there lurks the 
black shadow of possible trouble from 
tho more desperate strikers and tlie 
shadow was never, quite as black as 
it looks this morning, deep as it is by 
the bright prospects of renewed ac- 
tivity. 

At the ore docks In Oneota, 246 men 
were at work this morning loading 
nine big lake freighters with ore. The 
Duluth, Mesabe. and Northern road 
has between 200,000 and 250,000 tons 
ot ore In cars at the head of lakes. 
Some if this Is at Procter and some 
was already on the docks ready to 
dump into the vessels. This Is suffi- 
cient to last the company two or three 
days and the supplies are being con- 
stantly added to by shipments from 
the range. , 

All is quiet and peaceable In Duluth 
and there is no hint or prospect of any 
violence, but on the range things are 
different. 

Sheriff Bates hurried up to Bibbing 
on a special last night and stilted this 
morning that he regarded the situa- 
tion as critical. He at once took steps 
to prevent any possible trouble. He 
was unable to get- any citizen depu- 
ties and sent for 100 deputies from 
Proctor, who were in readiness for use 
6"h the dock:, at "Duluth. They were 
rushed up on a ship and are duo to 
arrive at 11 o'clock. They will be 
taken to the Monro Tenner mine, 
where headquarters will be estab- 
lished. 

P. Mitchell, general superintendent 
nf the Oliver Mining Co., arrived this 
morning and will remain several days, 
or 'until the trouble is over. The 
company is very anxious to avoid any 
violence or trouble and is working to 
preserve peace at any cost. The com- 
pany Will not discriminate against any 
of the old men who want to return to 
work. Officers of the company have 
placed themselves under orders of the 
sheriff and will do anything that he 
thinks is necessary to avoid violence. 
The company is operating heavily this 
morning in both the Hlbblng and Evel- 
oth districts. At Eveletli more than 300 
men are working at shafts two, four 
and six of the Adams' and Spruce mine, 
and at the Fayal ore is being taken 
\>ut. The Drake and Stratton Is also 
stripping there. 

There was no violence of any kind 
this morning, but trouble is anticipat- 
ed owing to Alt Inflammatory speech 
by Petriella before a mass meeting of 
tho strikers at Ohislioltn last night. 
Petriella's ^icech was repeated in four 
different languages, and it had a most 
noticeable effect on the men. He said 
tho moment was at hand When the 
miners should take tho law into their 
own hands. H«s ordered the men to 
arm themselves and be prepared to 
strike to kill. He said he did not caro 
how many of thorn were killed for the 
cause, and urged the men to fight to 
the last. Petriella said he forced the 
governor to reply that he would make 
personal investigation. "1 want you 
to give them twenty-four hours, and 
if at the end of that time justice is 
denied us be, ready to strike at the 
heart of any man who tries to crush 
you He advised tho men to keep

WAR ON LIQUOR TRAFFIC 

National Self - 1 nterest and Supremacy 
of Whito Race Found Strong 
Argument. 

Stockholm, Sweden, July 30. — Cele- 
brated physicians and learned scien- 
tists from lib parts of the world, as 

! well as" many laymen interested in the 
total abstinence agitation now being 
waged throughout Europe and Ameri- 
ca, arc gathering In Stockholm to par- 
ticipate In tlie sessions of tho first im- 
pqr.ta.nt international anti-alcohol con- 
gress ever held. A symposium In 
which tlie evils of alcohol will bo dis- 
cussed by scientific men from the 
standpoint of cold facts, entirely free 

| of sentimentality, will be a feature of 

'tlie congress. The principle of abstin- 
ence will bo advocated on the ground 
that the white races will degenerate 
and become tlie Inferiors of the yellow 
races unless the use of alcohol is soon 
prohibited. Statistics of tho insane 
asylums and poor houses of Europe 
and America are expected to bolster 

I up tho arguments of 'be prohibition- 
ists. Among the famous medical au- 
thorities on the programme for ad- 
dresses are Professor Lalteven, of 
Helsingfors; Dr. Legrain, nf Paris, 
and Dr. Gliidelius, or Stockholm, who 
will discuss alcohol In Its relation to 
degeneracy and insanity. Prominent 
railroad officials will toll how tho use 
of alcohol by railway employees has 
cost many lives, and many officers will 
describe tho effects of alcohol upon 
soldiers. 

The congress will bo unusual and 
significant In that no appeal will be 
made tn sentiment, religion nor mor- 
ality, and tho entire argument for the 
abolition of alcohol Will be based on 
grounds of national self-interest and 
the maintenance oC tho supremacy of 
tho white races.

BOGUS NURSES 

How They Obtain Work — Modus Op- 
erandi Easy* 

London, July 31. — That clever wo- 
men thieves find little difficulty, in 
posing as trained nurses, and thus 
gaining entry to fashionable houses 
With nefarious intent, was amply 
borne out by tho investigations yester- 
day of a Dally Mall representative. 

It appears that upon tho payment 
of a small Weekly fee, a clover woman 
may gain an easy entry to what was 
known as "nursing homos," some of 
which, it is alleged, are none too par- 
ticular in establishing tho bona fides 
of a fresh "pupil," Once inside such 
a home, she is said to become a nurse, 
■and may actually be sent out the next 
day to atend a rich patient. 

That such a state of affairs as this 
exists was admitted to our represen- 
tative by a well known West End phy- 
sician. He added: "I am sorry to say 
that there are some 'shady' nursing 
establishments, which do not scruple 
to send out unskilled women in order 
to collect as many foes as possible." 

Naturally the last person in tho 
world to be suspectod of a mysterious 
theft is the quiet sympathetic nurse, 
and to an unscrupulous woman op- 
portunities for pilfering arc practically 
limitless. In sick rooms valuables of 
all kinds arc left carelessly on toilet 
tables, and jewel cases, often open, 
may be found in dressing rooms, to 
Which the nurse litis free access 

"I have hoard of numerous cases 
lately in which articles of value have 
boon missed immediately after a 
strange nurse lias left her patient," 
said a house-surgeon at a largo hospi- 
tal. "One can expect nothing else, in- 
deed, under tho present system. Any 
patient may have in tlie houso quite 
unawares a woman thief or a danger- 
ous adventuress. V 

A trained nurse, discussing the mat- 
ter, observed: "it Is no exaggeration 
Jo say that the public is exposed to 
tho gravest possible danger by the 
untrustworthiness, and worse, of a 
large number ot" so-called nurses. I 
have had brought before me quite a 
hundred cases of more or less serious 
thefts which have been committed by 
women thieves, successfully posing as 
nurses."

His Castle Seized — Sequel to

Tho Hague, July 31. — Some months 
ago Prince Eberwoin, son and heir 
to the Prince of Benthelm-Stelnfurt, 
married Fraulien Lily Langefold, the 
daughter of a German burgomaster, 
thereby forfeiting ills rights as here- 
ditary prince and his place, in tho 
German army, besides becoming- hope- 
lessly -stfauged from his family. 

.Tho young couple hired the castle 
of Oud-Wassenaar, on the highway 
from the Hague to bunion, perhaps In 
the hope that tho prince's aunt, tho 
Queen-Mother of the Netherlands, who 
lived close by, might receive him and 
his wife. But neither tlie queen- 
mother nor Queen Wllhelrhlria took 
any notice of them. 

Tho rent for tho castle of Oud-Was- 
senaar was not paid, so a bailiff was 
sent to tlie castle, and after a legal 
delay of a fortnight, the nrihco was 
declared Insolvent. His furniture, car- 
riages, horses, etc.', will bo sold to moot 
his creditors, as it is not likely that 
his parents or his aunts, the Queen- 
Mother of Holland and tho Duchess of 
Albany, will help him. 

The prince and princess loft for Ger- 
many — probably for AViesbaden — on 
Saturday, but the princess's parents 
arc still at the castle, as Fran Lange- 
fold broke his leg jumping out of a 
runaway carriage and cannot be mov- 
ed Tho prince's brother-in-law car- 
ried out all business transactions con- 
nected with, tho hiring of tho castle 
from the owners, a building company. 
The agents of a London tailor seized 



tho furniture some time ago, but his 
bill was subsequently paid. The build- 
ing company despatched the bailiffs, 
who are now in possession. 

The prince was not at all depressed 
by the seizure, and played tennis with 
his wife, shouting merrily, while the 
bailiffs looked on. 



FACES DEATH FOR PETS 

Actress Overcome As She Returns to 
Burning Room For Her Birds 

New York, July 31. — Fleeing from a 
fire which started in the front room 
of her apartment, Mrs. Thomas Ap- 
polonia, an actress, suddenly remem- 
bered that she had loft her two pet 
canaries and a parrot.

Ami he drew up a list, horrible In Its 
eloquence, of tlft dead who strewed the 
dark path of this monstrous case of 
crime annd cruelty and Infamy. Yet 
there had fallen so many of the enemies 
of truth and justice that ho might have 
called them the expiatory dead. 

Three I have told you of — that poor 
wretch, Lemorcier-Plcard, 'found dead' 
in his room In the line do Sevres; Hen- 
ri, 'found dead' with n -closed razor near 
by; Felix Faure, 'found dead,' and 
smuggled into his palace. 

There were many others. Captain d'- 
Attel, who claimed to have heard Drey- 
fus avow his guilt to Lebrun Renault 
the day of his degradation, warn 'found 
dead' In a railway train, his corpse blue 
and already on the way to decomposi- 
tion, though his journey had lasted but 
an hour. This pretended confession, 
which Dreyfus never made. D'Attel con- 
fided to Ids friend. Chaulln-Servlnlero, 
a member of the chamber of deputies. 
Now, the deputy took the train one day 
to visit his home. An hour later ho 
was 'found dead' on the railway tracks 
botweon two stations. And Rocker of ( 



the prison guards, who claimed to have 
heard Dreyfus say, "I am guilty, but 1 
am not the only one!" died, and to this 
day no one knows where, or how. It 
was as though oterrial truth had reach- 
ed down and slain this lie wherever It 
lifted Its evil head. 

The prefect Bnrremo was summoned 
to .Paris by his Government chief. He 
was 'found dead' In his compartment 
when the train arrived at tho Gare St. 
Lazaro. Lauronceau, perfect of tho north, 
was called to Paris to give evidence re- 
garding the spy system on tho German 
frontier. There was no accident on the 
journey. The next day he was 'found 
dead' in his room at tho Hotel Termin- 
us. 

Liorlmer, one of Henri's most tireless 
agents of forgery and crime, was 'found 
dead' hanged In a lonely barn; another, 
Guenee, was 'found dead' on the floor of 
his room In Paris. Then there was 
Munier. Ills part In the conspiracy 
bad been to falsify tjio meaning of a 
cryptic telegram sent by Panlgzardl to 
the Italian government, so that It af- 
firmed the guilt of Drovfus. And Mu- 
nier was 'found dead' In a railway 
train. Was It any wonder the martyr's 
friends began to see In these myster- 
ious deaths the work of an avenging 
destiny? With grim emphasis Rclnach 
declared, "Dooldemonl la fntallte est 
Dreyf usarde!"— The very stars In their 
Courses fought against the 11<\ — Vance

"Fifty years experience In Practice" 
formed the subject of an address, de- 
livered last night before tho Medical 
association convention by Jlon! J. S. 
Helmcken, now 82 years of ago, who 
camo to Victoria when tho city was a 
Hudson Bay fort as surgeon to tho 
company of Gentlemen Adventurers 
Trading to the Hudson Bay. Tho ad- 
dress was the featuro of the session 
last night. 

Dr. Helmcken, who was introduced 
by Dr. R. L. Fraser the president, as 
tho nestor of medicine in British Co- 
lumbia, said he was asked to crowd the 
experiences of his fifty years and more 
of practice Into fifteen minutes and he 
considered that this was going even 
further • than the tinctures of modern 
medicine where much was crowded In 
a small space. His experience had 
been tho same as that of other medical 
men; some patients had recovered, 
some had died; some had done neither 
one nor the other. 

He had been asked If ho hail seen 
operations without theuse of chloroform. 
He hadfiand some severe one such as 
the removal of an arm or a leg, prac- 
tically without preparation, In the 
hospitals of those pioneer days they 
did not keep a great number of Instru- 
ments. When an operation was to be 
parformed they sent to tho instrument 
maker and he brought what Instru- 
ments were needed. There, was little 
bother about bacteria then. The in- 
struments were used as they were 
brought; and surgeons did not always 
prepare themselves as now; sometimes 
they had clothing bloody from other 
operations. He recalled that those 
operated upon bore themselves with 
astonishing fortitude. What bothered 
the surgeons of those days most were 
the ligatures. They were afraid to 
touch them for 10 or 1-1 days when they 
were supposed to have separated from 
tho arteries. lie had been told of a 
practioner in the upper country who 
had operated under mesmeric influ- 
ence and succeeded well. 

The Indians knew about mesmeric 
before others, though. Ho recalled one 
occasion when ho went to the Indian 
village of Victoria when an Indian doe- 
tor was being made. Indians had to 
study like others before they were made 
doctors. Ho saw the Indian brought 
from among some logs while there was 
much beating of drums, shouting, and 
outcry. The man was almost white 
with pallor, rigid as a board and blood 
was flowing from his nostrils. He 
looked like a dead man. One Indian 
carry him by the head and another 
by tho heels. They did not have any 
operation. No, they pitched him Into 
tho water, and the next thing the man 
did was to get ashore and bolt to the 
woods. Tho Indians said he would re- 
main there until his spirit came back 
to him and he would then return and 
become a doctor. This went to show 
that the Indians knew of mesmerism 
and catalepsy before tho white set- 
tlers did. 

Dr. Helmcken went on to speak of 
his practice. He said he was great 
man. He knew he was for he had seen 
the statement in a published pamphlet. 
It said he was at the head of his pro- 
fession in Victoria. (Applause). The 
statement was perfectly true; for at 
tho time there was not another sur- 
geon within a hundred miles. The 
pamphlet went on to say he had been 
remarkably successful in his treatment. 
So he had been. There was no one to 
treat. All the citizens of Fort Victoria 
then, were young men, all healthy. No 
one died. Not that he wanted any of 
them to die, but they didn't die. I 
one had died the mortality might have 
been computed at one per cent. But it 
was less. 

He had come here as surgeon of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, ho was 
supposed to be secretary to tho gov- 
ernor; but that was all nonsense. He 
had- been preceded by Dr. Benson. On 
his arrival he went to the surgery to 
see what shape it was in in the way of 
drugs, etc. lie found few drugs, and 
he afterwards came to the' conclusion 
that why he was so successful was 
because he had no drugs to give. 
(Laughter.) 

They all lived the simple life in those 
days, and he gave simple treatment. 
One of those who camo to "Bachelor's 
Hall" at the fort, was Francois, an 
Indian, and he said he was very sick. 
He- was told to take a dose of salts. 
He said he was very sick. Ho was 
told to take two doses. That was tho 
treatment, and It was successful treat- 
ment. (Laughter.) 

One of| the first cases ho knew of 
In Victoria was when a young lady 
camo to "Bachelor's" Hall at the fort, 
and shouted: "Dr. Benson." 

"Yes Maggie", came tho reply. 

Come down and cut father's throat." 

"All right, answered the doctor." 
"Father" was suffering from quinsy. 

"His duties were varied. He ordered 
all' medicines required by the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, and tho company 
gave freely for that purpose. It was 
the simple life, then though, and the 
medicines were simple. The orders 
from tho interior were generally the 
Qld-tlmo kind that grandmother might 
prescribe. Some of tho ointments 
were sent in tins, and they were use- 
ful to cook with. There was little cor- 
respondence. It took six months for a 
letter to come and go and a man 
would cither bo better or dead in that 
time. There were no drug shops, no 
hypodermic syringes, no concentra- 
tions of medicines, but tho practition- 
er had to carry many tilings In his 
pockets. 

One beastly night la 1 had been called 
to Mount Douglas. He had mounted 
his hot'HO and rode off. There were 
nek "automobile things" and no elec- 
tric lights then, and the horse had 
to find the trail as best it could.' When 
an examination of the sick man had 
been made the doctor asked one of the 
others there which of them was com- 
ing to get tho medicine. The man ad- 
dressed said: 

"You've seen him now, doctor; 
won't tomorrow do for the physic?" 

The man came next day and re- 
ported that tho sick man had died. 
"But you've seen him doctor," the man 
said. " "We don't want any coroner's 
Inquests,',! 

One of Ills duties bad been tho vac- 
cination of the Indians, a duty ho 
had to perforin each year. They would 
never bo vaccinated from other tribes, 
fearing witchcraft. The only way was 
to vaccinate them with vaccine from 
the arms of white children, 

Dr. Helmcken then told of a small- 
pox patient, a woman. She had been 
surrounded by a number of people 
when he announced that she was af- 
flicted with smallpox. They stayed 
not "on tho order of their going."
